Men of the Marquette club and their guests, ; 


1,000 strong, showed their approbation of 
the Republicau tickets last night.

Second Act in the Afternoon. 


The raid was resumed in the afternoon and 
continued tili nightfall.

Almost ,as can ning ft 
are able to walk they find their way to the 
railway tracks, drawn by thé excitement of 
edodging engines and the police. Accustomed 
at this early age to the sight and motion of 
trains they soon acquire an extraordinary 
skill in boarding trains. A ‘boy of 8 in the

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the train with such nicety that he escapes the 
inertia of the movifig train and lands almost 
squarely on his feet. He has been known to 
drop from a fast express without having to 
run forward more than two steps. 

** Flipper’? Hayes, another colered boy, is 
an expert in mounting freight trains. He 


*will flip a flat car moving at almost any rate 


of speed. This feat is extremely dangerous. 
The flipper lays his handsin the stake holes 
of the car, and with this precarious hold 
swings his feet upon the trucks. Thence he 
clam bers to his seat on the truck, Any false 
motion Would necessarily be his last, as it 
would land him face forward in front of the 
wheels. 

As a rule flippers avaid the suburban trains, 
because they are manned by watchful con- 
ductors and brakemen, who show no hesita- 
tion whatever in kicking the intruders off. 
The best graft for the flipper is the * pull ”’— 
that is, the empty passenger train being drawn 
from the station back to the yards. But in 
the outlying districts the freight train is the 
lipper’s favorité conveyance. Every train 
entering the city carries a load of these 
dead-head passengers. Sometimes they are 
railroad men out of a job and have the gym- 
pathy of their more fortunate brothers in 
charge of the train. Not infrequently they 
have terrorized the crew, who are overawed 
by superior numbers from any attempts at 
ejection. As likely as not they are thieves. 

This latter phase of the flipper problem is 
perhaps the most serious. 


Expert Fiipper Thieves. 


A walk up and down the long lanes and 
alleys between the freight cars standing on 
the tracks in any railroad yard in Chicago re- 
veals some queer characters. Any expert can 
teil from the outside appearance of a car 
whether it contains merchandise, A flipper 
thief is an expert. He may be found, if 
caught unawares, examining the 
seal, which if unbroken shows the 
door has not yet been opened by the consignee. 
This is a presumption of felonious in- 
tent. Seals are broken by the car thieves and 
the contents of the cars abstracted even in 
daylight, to be taken away to ‘“ fences,”’ 


which are only too numerous. The officers of 
the Rock Island road have lately secured the 
indictment of five young -.men—Bvb Britton, 
Hugh Malloy, Jack Cummings, Ed Barnes, 
and Mike Ott—who were acconiplished car 
thieves. They had a éave under the sidewalk 
in Forty-thigd street, ip which they rahe fap 
their booty and kept until they found a 
market with some Fagin. Tue Trisuns told 
the story of their arrest. They had for an ac- 
complice a fence hame Burbank, who, it is 
alleged, bought ali their stolen goods. He is 
said to be a mahi of independent 
fortune. These young men are flippers 
and have grown up on the railway tracks. 
They leerned as children how to flip freights 
and then how to break them open. Ad all 
too soon they learned how to turn this knowl- 
edge to account. 


The Practice Makes Cripples. 


In the language of Chief Special Agent 
Fiynn, “ flippmg makes cripples and crimi- 
nais.”” At nearly every crossing the railway 
passenger may see flagmen lacking a leg or 
anarm. These are generally old servants of 
the road who have lost their limbs in acci- 
dents. The passengers do not see, but might 
see, in the neighborhood of every one of these 
crossings one or more boys or young men 
hobbiing about without the usual complement 
of legs and arms. These youngsters are flip- 
pers, caught early in their experience by the 
ever present perils.of their occupation. It is 
appalling even to estimate the damage to life 
and limb yearly and almost daily done in 
this way. 

The railways are strongly prejudiced against 
flipping, not Only on account of ita accom- 
paniment of thieving, but because the prac- 
tice is exceptionally prolific of damage suits. 
In accordance with perversity of corrupt 
human nature almost every flipper injured on 
a@ railroad track brings suit against the com- 
pany for damages, tt mutters not at all that 
the flipper is ipso facto a trespasser and not 
entitled to recompense for injuries incurred 
on account of his own crime or misdemeanor 
he aln.ost invariably brings suit or finds some 
shyster lawyer to bring it for him. Often, 
too, he recovers damages, for juries are tra- 
ditionally prejudiced against common carrier 
corporations. 

The companies all have adjusting depart- 
ments, where officers spend much of their 
time attending to these claims. Some of 
them make a practice of being present upon 
the scene of an accident as seon as ble 
after it occurs, and it is a record they 
have often caught flippers yamping on trains 
upon the spot where a flipper just been 
killed, 

Seurce of Damage Suits.

fore a Justieé of the Peace, or, upon conviction, 
by imprisonment in the county .jail, or other 
place of confinement, for a period not exceeding 
twelve hours. 

It has been held, however, that this section 
does not exer. pt a railway ype far from the 
results of the contributory prgligence of its 
servants, and deaf mutes under 14 years are 
exempt. Minors under 14 are presumed ig- 
norant of the law, though some of the most 
accomplished flippers and train thieves in Chi- 
cago are under that age. 


Where Police Could Help. 


Stuart Wharles Wade, an employé in the 
adjuster’s department of the Rock Island, 
complains that the Chicago polite are negli- 
gent of their duty in respect of! flippers, and 
might do much to suppress the evil if they - 
would. He says it is a commoh thing to see 
officers standing at the crossi and utterly 
ignoring flippers getting on off the cars 
before their eyes. And Mr. Wade points to 
the following sections of the city ordinances 
which, he thinks, apply to this alleged neg- 
lect: 

Sec. 2395, Art. 48. The several members of the 
police force of the City of Chicago when on duty 
shall devote their time and attention tothe dis- 
charge of the duties of their stations according 
to the laws and ordinances of the city and the 
rules and reguiations of .the Department of Po- 
lice, ahd it shall be their quty to the best of 
their ability to preserve o peace, and quiet 
and enforce the laws and ordinandes throughout 
the city. 

Sec. 2396. Power of arrest—They shall have 
power toarrest all persons inthe city found in 
the act of violating any law or ordinance or aid- 
ing and abetting in such violation and ghall ar- 
rest all persons found under suspicious circum- 
stances and shall take all such persons so arrest- 
ed to the piace designated by such ordinances, 
rules, lations. 

Sec, 28908, Ordinance No. 1790. Any police offi- 
cer neglecting ot refusing to perform any duty 
required of him by the ordinances of the city 
. . « Shall forfeit and paya penalty not ex- 
ceeding $100 for each offense. 

The police reply that Wf they attempted to 
enforce the anti-flippimg ordinance they 
would have no time for anything else.

Gov. Altgeld must have been merrily jest- 
ing when he told the New York correspond- 
ents he had locomotor ataxia and that he was 
going to a doctor to see just how many days 
of life he had left. Dr. Spitzka, the New 
York expert to whom Gov. Altgeld submitted 
his case, says there is no locomotor ataxia in 
it, and Dr. Pague, his Excellency’s Chicago 
physician, declares although the Governor 
was onee threatened with that malady he is 
now getting beautifully better every day; 
that the case is by no means a serious one, 

“Gov, Altgeld,” said Dr. Papue yesterday, 
‘*has improved much durimg the last few 
months. When the first symptoms of spinal 
trouble appeared it was quite a serious case, 
but while the Governor is still troubled now 
and then by a little reminder of those symp- 
toms, yet his general condition is excellent. 
He has little trouble from the original symp- 
toms except when he catches a slight cold. 
The case never did develop actual locomotor 
ataxia. The symptoms at the worst were 
of a preataxial condition and  point- 
ed to a_ probable occurrence of 
that affection had they fully developed. 
The last time I saw him, about three weeks 
ago, his general health was good and the 
syinptoms had about disappeared. Three 
weeks previous to that he had suffered from a 
slight cold that had brought on a recurrence 
of the unfavorable conditions, but these soon 
passed away. Iam hopeful of a complete re- 
covery. I certainly did not tell the Governor 
in February he would not live longer than 
April. I think that must have been done by 
a physician at Hot Springs. While the Gov- 
ernor was the Springs he suffered 
an acute attack of those  preinoni- 
tory symptoms and he was. treated 
by a physician there. This physician, seeing 
him only at that time when he was at his 
worst, and knowing nothing of the histery of 
the case, naturally took a serious view of it.” 

The interview attributed to Gov, Altgeid in 
which he is made to say corruption exists in 
the Chicago Police Department similar to 
that found by the Lexow committee, but not 
so widespread, caused Chief Brennan to talk 
yesterday. 

‘*T don’t believe the Governor said anything 
of the kind,”’ said the Chief. ‘I think the 
Governor knows better than that, and that 
knowing the facts he would mae no such 
statement asis credited tohim. If there is 
any crookedness in the Chicago department 
the Mayor and I would like to know it, Occa- 
sionally a cas® comes to our notice where an 
officer steps over the line, but the records of 
the department will show. these men have al- 
ways been punished by immediate dismissal. 
There is no corruption in the Chicago Police 
Department, and if a committee were to start 
to work tomorrow they would find nothing to 
reward them for their efforts.”’ 


GOULD AND SAGE CHARGED WITH FRAUD 


Said to Have Manipulated to Their Own 
Use $11,000,000 tn Bonds. 

Nzw Yorr, Sept. 15.—[Special.]—Russell 
Sage and the executors of the estate of Jay 
Gould, as trustees for the consolidated mort- 
gage bonds of the Kansas Pacific railway 
company, have been sued, in the United 
States Circuit Court for an accounting of 
$11,000,000 Worth of these bonds. Several 
months ego a suit of a similar nature 
was brought by John Quincy Adams 
of Boston,’ who has since died, 
thus invalidating the suit, In the 
present action the Soldiers’ Orphans’ Home 
of St. Louis appears as complainant. The 
suit is really brought at the instance of a com- 
mittee of bondholders, consisting of Silas B. 
Dutcher, President of the Hamilton Trust 
company; Henry M. Whitney of Kissam, 
Whitney & Co.; Otto T. Barnard, President 
of the Continental Trust company; ¢x-Con- 
trolleryMyers, and William A. Nash, Presi. 
dent of the Corn Exchange Bank. Charies P, 
Daly and L. J. Morrison are counsel to the 
com mittee. 

The committee asks that Russell Sage and 
George Gould be removed from the trustee- 
ship; that they be enjoined from ‘nterfering 
with the trust assets, and that a receiver be 
appointed. It is set forth thatin May, 1879, 
the Kansas Pacific Railway company executed 
a deed of trust to Jay Gould and Riéssell 
Sage as trustees to secure Kansas Pacific con- 
solidated bonds, and as a part of the collateral 
security conveyed in trust to Gould and Sage 
30,000 shares of the capital stock of the 
Denver Pacific Railway and Telegraph com- 
pony.

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SUES FOR $283,725 DUE BY CONTRACT. 


Commercial Company Retaliates on the 
Government in the Seal Deal. 

New York, Sept. 15.—In the United States 
Circuit Court the North American Commer. 
cial company put in its answer to the claim of 
the United States Government for $130,187 
on account of alleged breach of contract, and 
banded in a bill to the government for $283,.- 
725 for alleged loss of profit arising 
out of the same contract. The agree. 
ment in question was entered into 
between the commercial company and the 
United States in March, 1890, It gave the 
company exclusive right to catch seals about 
the Islands of St. George and St. Paul in 
Alaska, for which the United States was to 
receive an annual rental of $60,000 for 
twenty years and $7.06 for each seal -capt- 
ured in addition to a revenue of $2 for each 
seal sent here by the company. The govern- 
ment alleges the company caught 7,500 seals 
durmg the first year, for which it 
demands $57,187 in addition to the 
$60,000 for rent. The company says 
part df these skins were caught by the natives 
and shipped by the company, which never 
was allowed the exclusive right as guaranteed 
in the contract. The company alleges it had

The Board of Supervisors will 
this week consider the project of a new county 
jail and will very likely order one built to cost

work. Fire Marshal Petrie and other inter- 
ested parties left the city at 10 o’clock yester- 
day morning on a tug for the scene of the 
wreck, arriving just as the Welcome ceased 
work. If the conditions are favorable the 
work will be resumed at 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Yesterday afternoon Fire Marshal Petrie, 
Gen. Cavanaugh and the two bell divers went 
up the river and examined the fire boat Gey- 
ser, which is almost a companion buat to the 
Yosemite, The Fire Department has no 
plans of the Yosemite, and this examination 
was made to assist the wreckers in the re- 
mainder of their work. 

Fire Marshal Petrie, who is looking after 
the work for the Fire Department, said last 
night: ‘We cou.d not expect the wrecking 
crew to doany effective work in the sea that 
was runni yesterday. I am satisfied the 
company will be successful ia raising the Yo- 
semite, and the work will be done so the boat 
will come up in good condition.”

Why Vertical Penmanship Is Opposed. 

Cuicaao, Sept. 15.—{Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
It is probably useless to protest against fads in 
our public schools throug the press—whatever 
may be the influences which secure the appoint- 
ments of the members of our School Board, it 
would seem as though fitness was an accidental 
qualification. The only protection which the 
public have in the general! management of our 
schools is in the capacity and independence of 
the Superintendent, coupled with the- possi- 
ble fact that he may bave some influence with the 
members of the boa 

So far as the latest freak of the School Board 
is concerned—viz.: that of vertical writing—I 
have no personal interest in the matter, but I 
will say that the proposed system is by no means 
new The bhandsomest copying I ever had done 
was over thirty years ago in style of pen- 
manship—this, however, was by a professional 
copyist and aman who was an expert with the 


pen. 

I have paid some attention to this matter uf 
penmanship as taught in the schools of today, 
and have this to say about the so-called vertical 
writing, that it is not writing at all: it is simply 

rinting with the pen—when ‘slowly and care- 

ully done by a hand having a facility for the use 
of the pen, while it is coarse and sprawl it is 
generally readable, but it cannot be done by an 
ordinary penman with any degree of = 

The handwriting gradually assumes a form 
characteristic of the writer, so much as to be 
idiosyncratic—a class taught by the same teacher 
will, while under instruction, write much the 
same, butin a little time this similarity will 
disappear, and the writing of each individual 
will have a character of itsown. The essential 
elements of a gcod system of instruction are that 
the modifications which come about by practice 
shall be based upon correct notions asto the 
form of the jetters, aclear and precise stroke, 
and be capable of a fluent movement. ° 

The objections to the so-called vertical wri , 
or what used to be called a back or square h 
are: (1) It is loose, sprawling, and inelegant in 
appearance, (2) It is a slow method. (3) Itis not 
afiuent system. (4) It 1s a band which when 
written with any attempt at aw is 
illegible. (5) It is a system which leaves 
the hand in no condition to adopt an independ- 
ent system characteristic of the writer, and when 
he departs from his copy form he ‘has vir- 
tually to begin to learn to write over again. (6) 
With the fact that entirely new copybooks have 
to be purchased it is a needless change. 

While upon this subject I will say that I have 
had occasion to reprobate ro fangle of 
writing in large angular letters, but I am_ grad-

RETURN OF THE PEARY EXPEDITION.

The Lieutenant Himself, Uowever, 
mains in the Arctic Regions. 

Sr. Jouns, N. F., Sept. 15.—The steamer 
Falcon, Capt. Henry Bartlett, returned here 
this afterr.oon, bringing back the whole per- 
sonnel of the Peary expedition of last year, 
except Lieut. Peary himself, Hugh Lee, a 
companion, and Maithew Henson, a colored 
servant, all of whom remain at Bowdoin Bay 
for another year, hopmg to accomplish the 
work of the expedition which is still 
unfulfilied. The stdty of the expedition 
is thrilling. The § first incident of 
note was the birth of Mrs. Peary’s 
baby Sept. 12, 1893, a month after the Fal- 
con left. During the month of October fear- 
ful storms swept over Falcon Harbor, smashb- 
ing the naphtha leunzch and washing away iarge 
quantities of oil intended for use for illumin- 
uting and heating purposes. The various 
scientific ovservations were pursued all 
winter. The meteorological observations 
were most, successful. They were taken by 
Mr. Baldwin. March 6 the main expedition 
started across Greenland to Independence 


Clarke, with twelve sledges and ninety- 
two dogs, met with frightful weather 
almost from the time.of starting. After a 
week Dr. Vincent was so used up that he had 
to return. Davidson and Lee were badly 
frost-bitten, and. ‘Astrup,. the Norwegian, 
Lieut. Peary’s chief dependence, gave out 
from hatdship. Thé dogs perished in great 
numbers, and as the thermometer registered 
55° and 60° below zero froze into solid 
blocks. . After the storm was over the party 
returned to Anniversary Lodge, where it left 
three sick men, together with plenty of sup- 
lies. Then the four healthy ones, Lieut. 
eary, Entriken, Clarke, and Baldwin, start- 
ed again and continued onward for fourteen 
days. But the dogs continued to die, and 
those left were unabie to drag the s'!edges and 
provisions. The party was so weakened by 
exposure and the time occupied in traveling 
was so long as to render it impossible to reach 


thing. Consequently Lieut. Peary decided to 
abandon the attempt to cross Greenland and 
réturned to headquarters, which were reacned 
April*20. The party was absent about forty- 
five days and only got 130 miles away. It 
started with ninety-two dogs and returned 
with only twenty-six, after having abandoned 
all the siedges'on the way. It covered only a 
quarter of the distance necessary and nev- 
er made more than twenty miles in 
any day. The auxiliary expedition, 
which sailed from here July on 
board the steamer Faicon, met with 
much ice and the steamer was seriously 
hampered in its operations. While going 
north. the Falcon searched Carey Islands, 
Cape Faraday, and Ciarence head, but found 
no traces of the long missing Swedish ex- 
plorers, Bjorling and Kalsgenius, who sailed 
from here in June, 1892, in the little 
schooner Ripple. Their death is now re- 
garded as certain. The Faicon secured some 
relics on Carey Islands and buried a skeleton, 
supposed to be that of a sailor. Lieut. 
Peary decided to remain another year in the 
North and try to cross Greenland next year. 
Lee and Henson agreed to remain with him. 
Lieut. Peary accompanied the Falcon as far 
south as Cape York, where he had discov- 
ered a magniticent iron meteorite. He hoped 
to put it on board’ the ship and send it to the 
United States, but he found the ice blocking 
the ship made it impossible to get to land, 
and therefore gave up the attempt.

ANOTHER SUFPERER BY THE FIRES 


Many People of Richardson, Wis., Lost All 
They Possessed, 

Mitwauxer, Wis., Sept. 15.—[Special.]— 
It has just been learned that Richardeon, a 
small town near Hudson, suffered greatly in 
the forest fires, and the outside world was 
only made aware of the fact today by a letter 
which was received at relief headquarters 
from the officer of the town. The writer says 
many of the people lost everything they 
possessed, The devastation is not so great in 
the town as it is in the vicinity, and the writer 
remarks the escape of the town ffom com- 
plete destruction was little short of mirac- 
ulous. Owing to the fact that the town is so 
isolated there has been no relief received from 
the outside. Clothing and provisions are asked 
for. A communication was received today 
from Assistant Quartermaster-Gegeral Ma- 
loney from Sheil Lake. Mr. Maloney says: 
** We found at Spooner comparatively no suf- 
fering, but there is considerale at Shell] Lake, 
where fifty-three families were burned out, 
losing everything. We found that all who 
were burned out were laboring people, but 
some of them are already rebuilding, hav: 
ing secured credit from the lumber company 
here. There are many, however, who ate un- 
able to obtain credit. But twelve families 
carried insurance on their homes, The com- 
mittee is working hard to take care of all with 
the help that is being received from the out- 
side. What is needed most is cooking stoves, 
houseliold utensils, bedding, chairs, tables, 
etc, I think it would be well to send twenty 
cook stoves with some bedsteads and some 
chairs.

New Departure in Locomotives, 


Forty locomotives have just been ordered for 
the Paris-Lyon-Mediterranean road, which mark 
auew departure in construction.

The nov- 
elty consists in shielding ali the parts offe 
resistance to the air, the smokestacks cab, an 
firebox. with plates inclined at an angie of forty- 
five degrees to the road bed, which make the en- 
gine resemble the ram of anironclad. Experi- 
ment has shown that in doubling the speed of an 
express train the resistance on the front of the 
engine is multiplied more than six times. 


Head Hunting in Assam,

FOR THE RELIEF OF TURKEY. 


Appeal Is Made to Aid the Sufferers of the 
Great Earthquake. 

The Chicago committee in charge of the 

matter has issued the following appeal for 

the relief of the sufferers by the recent earth- 


quakes in Turkey: 

In these days of the telegraph and of rapid 1n- 
ternational communication it is suprising that so 
little has been published of the devastation 
wrought and the number of lives lost during the 
recent earthquakes in Turkey, in which Constan- 
tinople was the chief sufferer. The shocks took 
place the 10th and 11th of July last, and though 
two moaths have passed the magnitude of the 
calamity is only beginning to be appreciated 
even in Turkey, as reports come in from the 
country, and some .attempt is made to 
rehabilitase the cities and villages, The 
Sultan desired ‘to allay instead of 
increase the panic, and the full description of 
the joss of life and property was wisely sup- 
pressed until the people were calmed and the 
ceasing of further shocks encouraged the citi- 
gens to return to their homes. Great Constanti- 
nople. which has played so wonderful a role in 
the history of European and Asiatic civilization, 
amongst the oldest and most picturesque of Eu- 
ropean cities, stands today denuded of much of 
its splendor—its mosques losing their minarets 
and the beautiful dome of the Mosque of Ka- 
drick, which was built at the same time as St. 
Sophia, crashing to the ground with numberless 
public and private constructions. On approach- 
ing Constantinople the minarets and domes were 
the first thing to greet the eye and introduce the 
traveler into an Eastern civilization. It will 
doubtless be many years before these beautiful 
specimens of Byzantine architecture will be re- 
placed, and the destruction of these unique and 
graceful monuments of an ideal past is an inter- 
national calamity. The older part of Constanti- 
nople was almost entirely destroyed; the im- 
mense bazaars were overthrown and their price- 
less contents lost to their many owners. The

The Sultan gave 
generously during the Johnstown disaster, and 
Christian America should reciprocate.” 

And the Rev. George Washburn; President of 
Bobert College of Constantinople, writing from 
Bar Harbor on his return from that city, under 
date of Aug. 1, 1894, to John 8S. Kennedy, Esq.., 
of New York, who generously contributed $500, 
say3, among other things: 

“The loss of life and property in Stamboul was 
terrible; 1,800 houses, nearly all tho bazaars, 
many mosques and public buildings were ruined. 
The loss of lifé will never be known. Many are 
still buried in the ruins. The loss of property is 
now estimated at $80,000,000, which means the 
ruin of many well-to-do families. The college 
will feel this for a long time, I fear.”

CurcaGao, Sept. 15.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
In your issue of last Sunday you publish a cable 
letter from Europe over the signature ‘* Harold 
Frederic.” This letter is mainly taken up with 
an account of the alleged acts of certain leading 
members of the Irish Parliamentary party in re- 
gard to soliciting subscriptions for the Irish fund 
from prominent members of the Liberal party in 
England, .Mr. Frederic there makes substan- 
tially the following (amongst other) accusations 
against John Dillon, M. P.: That Mr. Dillon de- 
nied over his signature in a letter addressed to 
the public press that he had had anything to say 


to the sending of a circular the sending of which: 


he had in fact instigated and approved, and that 
Mr. Dillon had been guilty of the most cowardly 
treachery towards his political associates in try- 
ing to place upon them the entire blame of an 
act which be had himself prompted them to do. 
I do not propose to take up your space by a dis- 
cussion of the truth or falsity of these charges, but 
I will ask you in fairness to publish John Dillon’s 
own account of the transaction contained in the 
letter which I annex hereto, and which was ad- 
dressed by him to the Irish papers. I may add 
that Mr. Dillon's account is borne out in every 
particular by statements‘published by the other 
members of the Irish party implicated in the 
charges made by Mr. Frederic and Mr. Healy. 
Your readers can choose for themselves which 
side they will believe. W. Dron. 
Here is the letter from John Dillon re- 


ferred to: 

Dear Sir: It would be impossible for the most 
violent and irresponsible partisan of Mr. Red- 
mond to write anything more full of false charges, 
more grossly unjust towards Mr. Healy’s own 
colleagues, and more calculated to injure the 
national cause than the letter from Mr. Healy 
which is printed in yourissue of this day. So 
far as my knowledge goes there is not an atom 
of truth in, nor the slightest foundation for, 
any one of the charges or insinuations con- 
tained in Mr. Healy’s letter. [know no more 
than Mr. Healy about the subscriptions of Mr. 
Gl#dstone and Lord Tweedmouth. No appeal 
has been made to any Englishman—much less to 
members of the government—by the committee 
of the party or with their knowledge or approval. 
I express no opinion as to whether the subscrip- 
tion of Lord Fweedmouth ought or ought not: to 
be accepted. if Mr. Healy objected to the ac- 
ceptance of Lord Tweedmouth’s subscription, or 
if anything in Lord Tweedmouth’s letter dis- 
turbed his mind, his proper course, if he had 
any regard for the safety of the national 
causes or for the honor or unity of the 
national party, would surely have been 
to have written to . Mr. McCarthy 
asking for some explanation, and to have consid- 
ered Mr. McCarthy’s reply, before he rushed into 
print with a string of false and reckless charges 
against his colleagues. It is very hard to under- 
stand what object Mr. Healy can have had in 
view in publishing this letter, except it be to 
start another of those scandalous wrangles with 
which the country has been only too familiar 
during the last two years, and of which I may 
add the country is thoroughly sick.

Lonpon, Sept. 15.—A small demand for 
gold for shipment to the continent exists 
here. Some gold has also gone to Egypt this 
week, but the movement is a usual one at this 
time of the year. Neither of these influences 
is of much importance and has not affected 
interest rates, which remain weak. 

The reserve of the Bank of England again 
shows an increase. The statement made by 
the bank’s Governor Thursday regarding its 
position and the present state of the Baring 
liquidation has given general satisfaction and 
bas had the effect of strengthening the tone on 
the Stock Exchange. 

The French mission to Madagascar. is re- 
garded dubiously, but is unlikely to lead to 
any international complications. 

European stocks are firm, especially Ger- 
man securities, which are finding an extensive 
market in London, a large amount having 
been listed this week. 

The Paris Bourse was dull today, after the 
great activity of the last week. French, 
Italian, and Spanish securities suffered some 
decline, owing to the realization of profits on 
them in our market, 

The boom now prevailing in South Amer- 
ica leaves other stocks rather neglected. 
Among British railroads Northwestern and 
some other high-class stocks are being. pur- 
chased by insurance companies. Scotch se- 
curities are improving, the end of the coal 
strike being now in sight. 

Americans are quiet and irregular, but the 
Milwaukee dividend has strengthened the 
market for. that stock and for ville, 
Other descriptions are flat, with Lah Shore 
New York Central, Denver, Atc n, and 
Wabash declining. 

Argentines and Brazilians show some re- 
lapse. This is due to the taking of profits 
secured on the recent sharp advance in those 
securities. Railway stocks are steady for 
Chilean and Peruvian. 

Silver dropped heavily in the middle of the 
week, but is now recovering and will proba- 
bly be steady fératime. India efchange is 
harder and the Council has made a good spe- 
cial sale of bills. . 

The harvest is rapidly approaching comple- 
tion and the condition of the wheat crop is 
rapidly improving under the effects of the 
fine weather. The market is quiet, with prices 
for future delivery fairly firm. The La Plata 
supply is in request, but the California prod- 
uct is quiet. : 

Cotton is in good demand. There are plenti- 
ful supplies in the market.

AMERICAN STOCKS TAKE A DROP, 


Headed by Northern Pacific They Decline 
in London=Confidence Recovering. 

Lonpow, 15.—-There was a decline in 
the list for Americans here ay, the lead in 
the downward movement being taken by 
Northern Pacific preferred, St. Paul, Atchi- 
son, Louisville and Nashville, Union Pacific, 
Wabash preferred, and Chesapeake and Ohio. 

The movement in Northern Pacific late yes- 
terday and early today was attributed wholly 
to the fact that there will be no contest for 
control of the directory at the coming elec. 
tion. This was construed by some to mean 
that the Organization committee does not 
intend to cater inany way to the stockhold- 
ing interests in any plan it may adopt, and 
for that reason refrained from soliciting prox- 
ies from the stockholders. ‘ The aggregate of 
the transactions on both sides of the market 
was snail, , 

The Statist in its issue of today offersa prize 
of 1,000 guineas for the best scheme of an 
imperial customs union. 

It is the opinion of close observers of the 
financial world in London that confidence 
here is rapidly recovering. This is, for one 
reason, owing chiefly to the progress that is 
making in the liquidation of the Baring estate 
as shown in the annual statement of the Bank 
of England, also the improvement in general 
business and speculation in the securities of 
South America. At the same time American 
securities seem to hang fire. But continental 
markets are bullish. There appears to be a 
decided revival of interest in copper shares. 
It is expected thata rise in the price will 
shortly follow. 

Arrivals of Argentine wheat have been in 
bad condition, while the American wheat has 
been in fine condition. The Paris Bulletin 
bas made an estimate of the world’s wheat 
crop, in which Europe is figured at 48,000,- 
000 bushels less than last year for the total 
crop. Germany and Roumania are both con- 
sidered to have grown less wheat than last 
year. In this estimate the North American 
crop is figured at 510,000,000 bushels.

Bad Faith Among Manipulaters Partly 
Responsible.

Thisis not 
at all according to schedule. We had assur- 
ances from all sides that an old-fashioned 
boom was at hand—and, to be candid, there 
really fora time appeared to be some ma- 
terial indications that marked changes in the 
market were approaching. 


the sure starting up of trade, the resumption 
of industries, and the reéstablishment of 
business confidence, thanks to the turaing 
over of the American market to Europe. Of 
course it would not have taken long under 
such conditions for a natural reaction to fol- 
low any of the boom markets which reckless 
manipulation might create. But treason 
among the manipulators hurried the inevita- 
ble—hurried it merely. Bluff never yet made 
a market that lasted. Through all the efforts 
which were made to start a boom Chicago op- 
erators held aloof. Not one of them of any 
copsequence took partin the fiasco, though 
many of them were urged to join. 
Conditions That Must Change. 
Before we are likely to get any substantial 
improvement ig the stock market we must 
have changed conditions as to a long list of 
our great corporations. It is all pretty 
in sound to glowingly aver that in- 
vestors abroad and investora at home are 
ready now togo tumbling over one another 
to buy our stocks, but as a watter of fact 
there is no such readiness, and there can’t be 
as long as so many of the corporations whose 
names are most known are still 
in the dtpths of financial tangles— 
and under suspicion, moreover, of graver 
disadvantages than are involved merely 
in poor earnings and necessary defaults. To 
speak plainly, it is nota task of ease to induce 
investments in securities of properties whose 
managers are guspected of knavery. Some 
illustration is going to be given of this in the 
case of Northern Pacific. An effort has iate- 


ly. been made to boost that road’s stock and: 


bonds with the ultimate object in view of dis- 
tributing a load which has been burdensome 
since last year’s panic. Clever manipulators 
were at the game. They were able to put* up 
quotations, but making higher prices is not 
estublishing a market. Keeping them 
up is what counts. The result is that now 
after a continued artificial market 
the pool in the Northern: Pacific quarter ‘is 
much worse off than it was when it started in 
to do its boosting. It has a far heavier load, 
too, for in the work of bidding up prices it 
was found essential to take over stocks which 
other folks were willing to let go on the first 
show of life. One of these days the whole 
Northern Pacific card house must go scatter- 
ing. Preferred stock will sell for less than its 
assessment. Thesameis true in a lot of 
other stocks, Corporation greed and grab. 
bing have brought corporation judgment day. 
Rice’s Fight on the Reading. 

Take the case of Reading as an example. 
There after years of reckless betrayal of 
trusts the managers of that corporation have 
left it deep in the mire. And that is not the 
worst. Not content with the ruin of a cor- 
poration to further schemes of self-enrich- 
ment the managers of such properties fight to 
perpetuate their maladministration. Thanks 
to the resolute stand taken by one brave and 
honest man it is probable that ina the end the 
Reading property will be saved to those who 
owh it, but if ever the truth be fully told the 
obstacles that have been in the way of Isaac 
L. Rice’s struggle to rescue and reéstablish 
Reading’s fortunes will be an appalling record. 
Mr, Rice as an honorable man,a large per- 
sonal holder of Reading stock and bonds, and 
one who had been instrumental in making 
Reading popular as an investment for Euro- 
peans—more especially in London— was sud- 
denly confronted with evidence of the shame- 
less wrong-doing whicn precipitated the com- 
pany’s receivership. Heacted promptly and 
aggressively.

They have been willing to let him do his fight- 
ing for the common interest, and for the good 
name of American conduct, all alone, un- 
aided, 

Santa Fe Directors See a Storm. 

The owners of the stock of mismanaged 
corporations seem to be in a perpetual sleep. 
They are utterly heedless of their own inter- 
ests and their own dangers. But that cannot 
go on forever. One of these days there will 
bean awakening. In other quarters than 
Reading there are men rising, incited by. the 
resolute example of Isaac L. Rice, and they 
are showing similar aggressiveness. In the 
record of this week there has been a notable 
development of far-reaching significance—the 
wholesale resigning of Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé directors and the bringing forward 
of new names to fill the vacancies, One short 
year ago the suggestion of such an event as 
this as being among things even remotely 
possible would have been scouted out of Walt 
street. But the fact is not now disguised that 
the resignations are the result of a dread that 
the stockholders of the Atchison company 
would refuse to reélect the old board. This 
isa straw. It meansa good deal. The men 
who have skedaddied from Atchison are 
strong financially. They have the prestige, 
all of them, of millionaire possessions or con- 
nections, andif they have seen tndications 
ofacoming storm in their stronghold and 
have deemed it the part of wisdom 
to get out of the way, it can be taken for sure 
that these indications have not been insignif- 
icant. The day of revolt is close at 
hand. absolutely undodgeable. Till there are 
results from such a genera! corporate judg- 
ment day it is simply idle to expect the estab- 
lishment of a booming stock market. There 
may be occasional spurts and prices may now 
and then be manipulated up somewhat, but 
lasting improvement is not possible with 
wrecks uncured and wreckers unpunished.

Treops Drowned in Che Tung Pass. 

A Shanghai dispatch received here today 
announces that six survivors of the persons 
aboard the Chinese transport Chean, which 
stranded in the Che Tung Pass recent. 
ly with 1,400 troops on board while on its 
way to the Island of Formosa, have arrived 
there, It was at first announced that in spite 
of the panic which prevailed on board the 


transport after it went ashore all the troops 


and crew were saved in the ship’s boats. But 
the six persons who have reached Shanghai 
say they estimate that 200 soldiers were 
drowned in the Che Tung Pass.

Spirited Discussion. 

W. D. Kerfoot combated the assertions of 
Mr. Hesing that the poor man, the small 
property owner, paid the largest percentages 
of taxation. He asserted that the down-town 
business property was assessed at one-fifth its 
valuation and ali residence property was 4as- 
sessed correspondingly. The Assessor made 
a lower rate on residence property than other 
species of property because the residence 
owner had a vote. 

Miss Jane Addams gave a graphic descrip- 
tion of the condition of streets, lights, and in- 
adequate police service in the N ineteenth 
Ward. ‘She said Hull House had madea eom- 
parison of the assessed valuation of property 
in the ward with that of the better class of 
residence property in other sections, The re- 
sult showed the residence districts of the poor 
quarters of the city, the homes of the work- 
ingmen, paid the cost of its lights, police, and 
helped to pay the expense of the fine road- 
ways, magnificent lights, and adequate police 
protection of the rich and well4o-do man’s 
district. 

D. K. Tenney disputed the need of &@ con- 
stitutional convention as the remedy. He said 
the present Constitution gave all the remed 
required, The selection of Assessors coul 
either be by election or appointment, The 
Legislature could enact a law providing for 
their appointment, and the appointing power 
could easily demand the Assessors to live u 
to the law and assess property at its full cas 
value. 


NOTED OOUNTERFEITER OAPTURED. 


Clever Arrest of Buck Harland by Maj. 
Carter of the Secret Service. 

SHELBYVILLE, Ind., Sept. 15.—[Special. ]—~ 

The arrest of Buck Harland, the notorious 


1 counterfeiter, at his home neat Norristown, 
| this county, has caused general talk touching 


his connection for years with the Babe Haw- 
kins gang of outlaws. Harland has served 
two terms for counterfeiting. His first ex- 
ploits were in and about Tipton, Ind., twenty 
years ago with the Hawkins gang, when raids 
were made, resulting in the death of two 
men and the wounding of many. The famous 
battle of Smithland occurred and. after 
wounding the Sheriff and several deputies 
Babe Hawkins escaped. Harland fled to Rip- 
ley County and joined the Rittenhouse gang, 
where he learned the art of couhterfeiting. 
Oid Sam Rivers and the Levys of Ripley 
County became his assistants in horse-steal- 
ing and passing counterfeit money. In 1889 
Rivers, the Levys, and Buck Harlan were 
captured and sent to prison, the latter for 
three years. Harlan became acquainted with 
Mrs. Anna Titus, widow of Robert Titus. 
She owned sixty acres of valuable land near 
Norristown. ‘They were mafried, and here he 
erected a dynamo laboratory and made dies 
for the manufacture of goid and silver coin. 

Mej. Carter, the United States detective, 
laid his pians well. Harlan is deaf, and the 
officers discovering him in the distance in the 
back yard managed to get the house between 
them and him. He was doing something with 
an ax when Maj. Carter approached from be- 
hina and very pleasantly said: ‘Good even- 


” Rank started as if shot, and remarked in an 
excited manner: “ Well. what in the name 
of God do you want now?’ 

“QO, Ili tell you, Buck,” said the Major, 
keeping a close look on the ax; ‘“‘you know 
the Sheiby County fair was heid iast week. 
Now there were two counterfeit $10 bills 
passed on the man at the fair and you answer 
the description of the fellow who shoved the 
money. The man is nowin Shelbyville and 
I want you to accompany me totownand go 
before him. If he fails to identify youl will 
let you return home tonight,”’ 

* He can’t identify me,’’ was the desper- 
ado’s reply. 

They went to the road, where Deputy Unit- 
ed States Marshal Taylor was in waiting. 
Maj. Carter told Buck to get in the buggy, 
but catching him off his guard both officers 
seized him and slipped the handcuffs on his 
wrists. The Major then returned to the house 
to search for apparatus and soon unearthed 
convincing evidence of Buck’s guilt. 

Knowing Babe Hankins and his gang wouid 
attempt a rescue, Carter ordered the driver to 
steer at first towards Edinburg. Half hour 
sater Hawkins learned Buck. was a_ prisoner. 
He was not long in mustering his forces, and 
was soon in hot pursuit. The Major’s ruse 
nad ied Hawkins to believe Edinburg was the 
objective railroad point, and on he went on a 
fool’s errand, while the officers and prisoner 
pushed towards Shelbyville. 

It is expected the arrest of Harlan and Phil 
Coup will result id breaking up the gang, as 
it is said Coup proposes turning State’s evi- 
dence. It is thought some persons heretofore 
considered prominent will be implicated with 


the gang. : 
A.B.U. OFFICERS FILE THEIR BRIEFS. 


Support of the Appeal Taken from the 
United States Circuit Court, 

Briefs were filed in the United States Court 
of Appeals yesterday in support of the appeal 
taken from the Circuit Court by Debs and 
other officers of the American Railway Uniwwn 
from the injunction of Judges Grosscup and 
Woods. The reasons urged in the briefs why 
the injunction should not have been issued are 
that the biil filed by the District-Attorney in 
behalf of the railroads was not signed by the 
Attorney-General of the United States and 
was not in his name, and that the bill was not 
verified by the proper affidavit, the affidavit 
not appearing to have been made by any per- 
son having authority to act for the United 
States. The affidavit was made by C. Q. Al- 
len, an attaché of Marshal Arnold’s office.

AROHITEOTS WHO OPPOSE THE NEW 
COUNTY BUILDING SCHEME. 


They Think That as Matters Now Stand 
the Proposition Is Unfair to the Great 
Mass of the Profession, Who Are Not 
Given Sufficient Time te Draw Up Their 
Proposals=Other Objections Are Also 
Urged=Why There Should Be Less 
Haste in the Matter.

It would seem incredible, were it not set down 
in black and white, any municipal of 
men wouid be so indifferent in the knowledge of 
the proper functions of architects and builders, 
as to address @ notice of that sort to them 
jointly. ltis scarcely more credibie that any 
intelligent community or corporate. body of men 
shouid imagine that they wouid obtain any satis- 
factory results from issuing such a whglesale in- 
vitation. Strange as these facts are, it is stranger 
still that at the office of C. Mamer, in the Court 
House, Chicago, there is nothing further to be 
given out, no detailed program, no schedule of 
requirements, no limitation of cost, and no assur- 
ance that any one will get the work if he 
presents a satisfactory design, no intima- 
tions that any design wiil bé chosen. 
So negative a program saggesta either 
that those who drew up the advertisemént knew 
nothing at ali about architects, or that brains are 
not essential in being a public Commuissiover to 
represent the vast number of taxpayers in Cook 
County and Chicago. into the mysteries of the 
mind that evoived this lucubration it is.impossi- 
ble for me to enter. The task is beyond my pow- 
ers, and [am quite content to leave it to physi- 
ologists. But its architectural aspect is most 
extraordinary. No seif-respecting architect, no 
weil-trained architect, no skuiful practitioner, 
and no competent man would for a moment 
think. of making any senpeeee to an invitation of 
this sort. Yet these are the only people who alone 
are capable and suitable of carrying out ench im- 
portant work as is contemplated. There is ab- 
soluteiy nothing in itfor an office boy, while it 
would be worse than a waste of time for an or- 
dinary draftsman to think of it. Few men of any 
profession, business, or oprporation are as busy 
as successful and competent architects, even in 
these times of business depression. Well- 
equipped architects’ offices are crowded with 
work. Idonot think | disclose a professional 
secret when | say that no os architect is 
so hard up that he must fish for this job in the 
doubtful waters it is to be found. Itis a pity 
there is no method of disciplinina the Connty 
Commissioners of Chicago and Cook County who 
make an offer of this kind. Suclt scrambiing only 
misieads the pubiic and does the architectural 
profession a harm. 

I bere assert that I do not alone voice the senti- 
ment of the architects and builders but of all 
intelligent taxpayers. The boast of pot-honse 
politicians Chicago has not reached the 
constitutional bonded indebtedness is no excuse, 
even if it were true, for swindling honest tax, 
payers of Chicago out of no less than two million 
dollars. The monstrous pile of iniquity and cor- 
ruption nuw covering the Court-House square 
was an outrageotis steal, and judging from the 
press reports of the time of its erecuon it was 
pubiicly characterized to, that effect. The Com- 
missioners of the City of Chicago mist show the 
inteiligent taxpaying public and real estate own- 
ers that good government and improvement must 
keep pace with public expense, and that taxes 
shail eat upiless of the capital already invested 
before they can convince thegr that the Court- 
House scheme is anything more than a chestnut. 
But admitt.ng that the Court-House is really 
going to be built, the way the County Commis- 
sioners are proceeding to erect itis unprecedented 
in the American history of architecture. While 
the architectural profession of the Uaited 
States is endeavoring to have laws enacted in 
Congress for public competition on government 
buiidings, the Cook County Commissioners, a 
board eiected by the pedpie, attempt to estabiish 
a dangerous precedent to the weifare and success 
of American architecture. In the proposed com- 
petition contractors alone are admissibie, for 
the simpie reason no architect is contractor, 
hence hé cannot sign a cuntract. According to 
the rules of the American Institate 6f Architects 
the preliminary sketches alone fur the new Coart- 
House in question would cost $50,000, or 14% per 
cent on a doliar. and complete plans $200,000, 
and even if any firm of architects in Chicago was 
commissioned to draw these plagsthe time al- 
lotted by the Commissioners is too short to suit- 
ably prepare them for the purpose for which 
they are intended. But leaving oat architects al- 
together the system known as the geperal sys- 
tein, or, more piainiy speaking, the setting of 
whole contracts for iarge structures to one man, 
is entirely wrong and does an injustice’ to a vast 
number of other contractors. What right has 4 
carpenter contractor to take a painting contract 
from tue owner of tae building and oftentimes 
have use of his money several months before he 
turns it overto him? Weitive in an ageof spe- 
cialists; general practice or general contracts 
can no longer ve satisfactory or competent con- 
tracts; for different purposes we want dif- 
ferent men. We loodk no longer to the general 
practitioners, but to the speciaiists. If we want 
something new, something good, something orig- 
inal, something beautiful we go to the man who 
knows what is beautiful and who hus the idea of 
beauty, which arises only out of knowledge. It 
is nonsensical in the extreme to imagine that only 
one architect or one buiider in the City of Vhi- 
cago is capabie of building the proposed Court 
House, or that a certain corporation is in a better 
position. to carry out the project than anybody 
else. Chicago possesses. a line of able and 
cultured architects of which any city could be 

roud. We have men who built the World's 

air, a lasting ‘monument to their genius; men 
who have shown conclusively that in beauty of 
architectura® dfsvlay as well asin boldness of 
engineering design they can fearlessly challenge 
the whole woria. But under the system of tne 
Cook County Commissioners all opportunities to 
them are worse than lost, do not even come 
up to the standard of an honest organized com- 
monplace. 


In conclusiog I say let the Commissioners of ’ 


Cook County lay aside the impracticable course. 
which they are taking and study the methods of 
those who come before as, such as the commit- 
tees on the new Chicago Public Library, Balti- 
more Court-House, Competition Art Institute, 
Chicago; Milwaukee Art Museum; Albany, Syza- 
cuse, Cincinnati, and Philadelphia public build- 
ihgs, or even the system of the Board of Directors 
of the Worid’s Columbian Exposition, Chicago. 
Let Chicago's leading architects be given proper 
invitations to devise plans that will combine con- 
venience and beauty of design. Let artistic con- 
ception be the mainspring of action and we will 
have a design for a building that will be a monu- 
ment expressing the civilization of our time.

Another Architect’s Protest. 

Crrcaao, Sept. 15.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
It is with a feeling of duty that I write the fol- 
lowing reasons for not adopting the contemplated 
plan for a new county building. 

It is with sincere régret that [ find two firms 
such as Henry lves Cobb and the George A. Ful- 
ler company endeavoring to put through a @roj- 
ect of such proportions and with swch confi- 
dence in the credulity of the people of Chicago 
and County of Cook. To say the least it is so 
magnificent that it has thus farcompletely dazed, 
overwhelmed, and routed any opposition which 
would arise from any scheme less large and less 
audacious. ; 

I have waited during the last two weeks for the 
expressions of those more fit than myseif to 
criticise and expose the .pian proposed, but I 
have seen nothing worth considering or which 
does more than show bow comp.etely dazed are 
the friends of the city’s and county's good. 

To review the situation briefly: Sunday, Sept. 
2, there appeared in every paper a three to six- 
column account of the proposed new County 
Building, showing a iarge tn cut of a 
building and a long statement what the Fuller 
company proposed, giving an exhaustive detailed 
account of the construction, material, ete. The 
price named was $4,832,000, which was to com- 
plete the building. The Fuller company was to 
accept bonds paying 4 per centas the work pro- 
gressed; and further would furnish, free of ex- 

nse, room for the courts and officials until the 
uilding was completed. 

This proposition came before the Board of 
Commissioners Sept. 4, thirteon members being 
present and two absent. Eleven of those present 
seemed favorable to the enterprise, and the fol- 
lowing day, es 5.a published account of the 
proceedings of the board appeared, together 
with a notice to architects and contractors to 
furnish plans, specifications, and bids for the 
new county building,

Why do we build churches with their spires 
reaching skyward if it is not to give solemnity to 
religion and raise up our thoughts to God? hy 
did we build the World's Fair with its Grecian 
palaces and Court of Honor? Was it an accident 
that the itecture was as the embodi- 
ment of our highest aims? How unpleasant was 
the impresiion made by the Government Build- 
ing and other buildings at the Fair which were 
out of harmony and architectural beauty. we 
now with such an example before us wish to 
ecrate every idea of art when art can be ob 
without loss to the practicable 

Enough of condemnation for the building. Let 
us speak of the project in another light. Why 
should the county compete withits inhabitants in 
offering offices to rent? Why should they take 
upon themseives this additional -responsibility, 
leaving open another channel for corrupt legisla- 
tion and corrupt politicians? When they go thus 
far why do they not open up dry - ome 
poriums, publishing houses, drug stores with a 
view of revenue? 

. You all say it is ridiculous. The same can be 
said of this project and should be put down and 
exterminated. But if the building and plan of 
revenue were ali right the idea of the exclusive 
option of one architect and one contractor with- 
out open competition is wrong ust. But 
they will tell you there is competition and have 
advertised for bids. So they have, but only to 
give a covering of decency to the same. Sept. 5 
to Sept. 26 (eighteen days omitting Sundays) to 
make plans, specifications, and submit bids! 

First-—This is an im pew hs The plans alone 
would take any architect’s office two months, an 
these plans wouid only be the preliminary drawings 
and would not allow ciose figures as to:the cost. 

Second—The working plans, which are always 
necessary to get complete and accurate figures, 
would take from four to six months in any archi- 
tect’s office and probabiy one year (unless the build- 
ing resembied a factory and was devoid of any archi- 
tecturai design) and until these plans were made no 


competition figures can be e except at a joss to 
the cou 


nty. 
Third—A certified check for $100,000 (which was 
reduced from 000) was to accompany the pians, 
specifications, and bids. making it practicaily im- 
possible for any architect or contractor to compete, 
and finaily he must be abie to give $2,500,000 bonds 
if contract is awarded. 

Thus it conclusively shows that there is no way 
by which the county can have the benefit of com- 
petition both from an architectural and financial 
standpoint, and I am satisfied that few, if any, 
wiil enter the competition under the present con- 
ditions. This is tne only instance when a lar se 
city has taken this means to procure plans and 
estimates. As is customary both in England, 
Fravce, Germany, and the United States, the 
plans are selec by competition. The competi- 
tors are either selected by a committee and paid 
for their work or open competition is called for 
and experts to examine the plans are selected so 
as to award on merit, although merit seldom se- 
cures the work. Further, the competitors are 
furnished with a carefuily compiled statement 
sett.ng forth what is required, what rooms, 
court, etc., are needed on each floor, their size 
and connection with each other. This statement 
generaily covers from twenty-five to itty leaves 
, according to this the plans are made. Now 
in this competition no instructions are given and 
it would take months to secure only an indefi- 
nite information. So there is no inducement for 
any contractor to compete (as no architects bid 
on work they are excluded) and only architects 
and builders synonymous with carpenter archi- 
tects are in it. 

It is to be moped that a fair and equitable plan 
will be adop by which all reputable archi- 
tects can enter competition and after which all 
responsible contractors can estimate on the plan 
selected and also that no office building court- 
huuse will take the place of the Tempie of Justice 
and such an unworthy precedent will be estab- 
lished in this, the World's Fair city, the future 
metropolis of the world.

EXPERIMENT PROVES NOT A SUOOESS. 


Separation of Scandinavian Theological De- 
partments Abandoned, 

The Danish-Norwegian and the Swedish 
Theological Seminaries, since the organiza- 
tion of the University of Chicago made a 
part of its divinity school, will reopen Oct. 1 
at Morgan Park. The experiment of separat- 
ing the Scandinavian theological departments 
from the Morgan Park Scandinavian 
Acaiemy did not prove a success. The theo- 
logical and academic work will hereafter be 
conducted by the theological faculty. Prof. 
N. P. Jensen, who has been spending the last 
year in Southern California, will report at 
Morgan Park Oct. 1 as dean of the Scandi- 
navian schools, Walker Hall will be made 
the home of the two departments. 

Prof. Howard N. Ogden left yesterday for 
a tour through Illinois for the purpose of or- 
ganizing university extension lecture cir- 
cuits. The following points will be visited: 
Armstrong, Danville, Westfield, Charleston, 
Mattoon, Carbondale, Anna, Cairo, Decatur, 
Clinton, Bloomington, Normal, La Salle, 
Peru, Mendota, Dixon, and Palo. Of these 
only Decatur and La Salle are inciuded in 
the list of places where extension lectures 
were given last year. Lectures were con- 
ducted last year at eighty-five centers, fifty- 
four of which were outside of the City of 
Chicago. Special effort will be made this year 
to organize classes for special work in the 
Chicago public schools and churches, The 
work of university extension cost the Uni- 
versity of Chicugo last year $40,000. The 
fee of $8, whichis the cost of twenty-four 
hours’ instruction, is calculated to cover the 
cost actually undergone by the university in 
supplying an instructor, and the pamphlets, 
apparatus, materiais, etc., necessary to illus. 
trate the work of instruction. ‘i, 
Prof. Albion W. Small, Head Professor of 
Sociology, has, in collaboration with Ceorge 
E, Vincent, gotten out the first ‘ systematic 
treatise on sociology ever published in the 
United States, The title of work is, *‘ An 
Introduction to the Study of Society.’’ Mr. 
Vincent, who is a son of Bishop Vincent, was 
born in Rockford, lil, He graduated at Yale 
in 1885, and in 1889 became Vice-Principal 
of the Chautauqua System of Education. Mr. 
Vincent is now Assistant in Sociology in the 
University of Chicago. 

Prof. F. F. Abbott, who was compelled to 
leave for the Rocky Mountains last spring on 
decount of ill-health, will not return this year, 
The current number of the Annals of Po. 
litical and Social Science contains articles 
by Prof. E. W. ‘Bemis ana I. W. Howerth 
upon “The Relation of Labor Organization 
to Trade Instruction” and ‘“* The Present Con- 
dition of Sociology in the United States’’ re.

rnove the trays when filled with fruit and pat 
up empty ones in their place. 
Men usually receive for ordinary work 
ac a day and find themselves, overtime at 
centsan hour. The overseers, or those in 
charge of the bieachers or other somewhat re- 
sponsible aangner j are paid from $2 u« day 
upward. Five and one-half pounds of green 
apricots, including pits and refuse, make one 
pound of dried, clear “meat.” Some sea- 
sons the fruit is large and full -of moist- 
ure, shrinks in weight more = in 
proportion than smaller «fruit with 
other seasons, 
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will be sacked up, sent to the great com mer- 
cial centers, and put into general circulation. 

While these statements are literally true 
they do not refer to “gold pileces”’ or 
“money trays,’ but to golden apricots, 
bright from their sulphur baths, spread 
on rough redwood trays, that are 
seen here by the acre in almost 
any direction that one may turn. 
The smooth-skinned, golden yellow apricot is 
the second stone-pitted fruit to ripen in this 
section, and with its advent the busy fruit 
season, in nnery and dryer, usualiy com. 
mences. The Santa Clara Valley justly prides 
itself upon the quality and quantity of the 
apricots it grows, and it isa fruit that ranks 
next to the prune and peach in importance 
and value in her markets. 

This is what fruit-growers call an “off 
year ’’ with the shy, fickle apricot, for it is 
as uncertain of its favors as the goddess of 
forttne, and canneries are not at all anxious 
to can them to any great extent, as they are 
as arule very sinall, green, and unsatisfacto- 
ry. If the apricots had been large, firm, and 
yellow many hundreds of willing hands would 
now be busy preparing them for can- 
ning, whereas up to ‘the present 
time only dozens find at best irregular em- 
ployment in that line of industry. But the 
idleness of the canneries means busier times 
for the dryers, and from the first-named insti- 
tutiqns the former hosts of employés have 
scattered themselves for miles around in the 
various orchards and dryers, and have given 
to the usualiy lifeless appearing orchards 
scenes of the greatest animation. 

The labor of harvesting the apricot seems to 
be divided into three divisions: First, the 
picking or shaking them from the trees and 
carrying the fruit to the dryer orsome central 
point. which is done by male’ help; second, 
the cutting into halves, pitting, and laying 
them pitted side;up,in uniform rows, on 
wooden trays about three by six feet in size, 
that nimbie-fiagered women and girls are 
found best adapted for doing; and third, 
the stacking ofa number of the fruit-laden 
trays on little ** push cars,” and, after otis 
them into a sulphur bleaching house 
letting them remain there a number of min- 
utes, they are colled by means.6f a system of 
tracks and switches ae aneeaten "nae or 
else they are loaded on w | hauled 
to the fields, where they are laid on the 
ground and the sun is allowed to evaporate 
juices out of the hemispherical “cuts.” and 
if the weather is bright it does not take very 
leng to put them in marketable shape. 

When sufficiently dried, determined by 
squeezing a handful together, and if in prop- 
er condition they will separate readily when 
released, but if too fresh they will stick to- 
gether. the trays are sometimes unloaded 
into sacks in the field, or they are returned to 
she dryer ‘storeroom, the fruit dumped into 
bins, and befcre sacking are carefully sorted 
into the various grades that commission men 
and dealers have established. 

Apricot Season a Busy One. 


The apricot season this year isa particularly 
busy one for the growers. Heretofore the 
majority of them have had only to concern 
themselves with the picking and hauling. As 
the canneries are not buying heavily or at all 
the grower is compell to set to work and 
dry his apricots so they will not go to waste. 
This means that he has to buy or make 
numerous trays and build sheds if he has no 
suitable buildings and build bieachers or 
sulphuring houses and prepare to shelter a 
force of women, the male help having to 
shilt for itself. Sometimes mammoth oaks 
or other treés afford all the shelter needed 
for the hands, but many orchards are not so 
favored. 

Une of the problems that confront the 
dryer is that of heip. Even in our most con- 

communities it wouid avarcely be pos- 
sible to find a sufficient number of women 
and girls, willing to assist in fruit, living at a 
convenient distance to the work. So at many 
of the dryers will be found numerots camps 
of the toilers who have come from every di- 
rection, and, probably, from long distances 
away, and their *‘shacks”’ and tents remind 
one of an Indian viliage. 

One of our views shows how an int 
apricot worker quickly ‘‘ made camp,’ 
which was located some distance away from 
the main collection of “ tenters.’’ A couple 
of fruit trays, were ieaned against a railroad 
fence and coarse canvas was tacked to the 
trays and fence over the open ; a cheap 
canvas cot was placed underneath and straw 
strewn upon the ground served as a carpet. 
The canvas draperies were all that protected 
the occupant from intrusion at night and 
were thrown back upon the trays to permit of 
accessibility and sunning during the day. The

AROUND HOT SPRINGS. 


Some of the Wonders That Surround the 
. South Dakota Health Resort. 

No adequate idea of the Dakota hot springs, 
located in the Black Hills, can be formed 
without actually visiting them. One takesa 
sleeper on the Elkhorn at Long Pine in the 
evening and the next mofning at 7:30 he is 
called by the porter and finds himself just op- 
posite the hotels at Hot Springs. The hotel 
accommodations are ample for all tourists 
and sick persons for years to come, 
They are well conducted and the charges 
reasonable. The placw is destined to be a 
great summer resort. hile the famous Ar- 
kansas hot springs, on account of the mild 
‘climate, is a better place for mmvalids to go in 
winter time, the Dakota springs are far su- 
perior to the Southern springs for about six 
months of the year. There is everything to 
make life desirable. The hotels procure their 
drinking water from a large, clear, cold 
mountain epring of pure water. Their plunge 
bath, 200 feet long and 50 feet wide, with a 
natural temperature of 92, toboggan slides, 
spring boards, etc., is the finest in the world. 
We spend five or six hours a day in this bath 
without feeling lasgitude or chilliness. It 1s not 
lying in an oruinary bathtub; you slide down 
the toboggan, ride a barrel, dive; and keep 
your blood in brisk circulation, and ali of the 
organs of the body begin to work like an old 
clock after it has been cleaned and oiled up, 
and after a few days you develop an appetite 
which is marvelous. The elevation is about 
3,500 feet, high enough to get away from 
malaria and other bacteria, and not high 
enough to be oppressive. ‘he place iw sur- 
rounded by picturesque hills and mountains, 
covered with beautiful evergreen trees. 
person getting upin the morning and swim- 
ining for an hour with genial friends climbs 
sume hill, Then, after eating his break- 
fast, that he has eaten like a_ bear, 
he feels asif he wanted to yell with delight. 
The place has many attractions and places of 
interest besides the springs. Among the 
many the Wind Cave, Battie Mountain, Cas- 
cade Springs, and Bob’s Hole are the chief. 
Tourists go out at 8:30 in the morning and 
return atS p.m. The caveisin the mount- 
ain and is supposed to cover about five miles 
square; it is eight rooms deep, and as far as 
discovered there are ninety miles of passage- 
way from room to room within a circumfer- 
ence of twenty miles. The cave appears to 
breathe airjike an animal. In the daytiine, when 
the air is light and dry, the air rushes out, and 
in the Sreernts when the air is more dense 
it. rushes in. It is so strong, whether going in 
or out, that it will blow out a candle, and 
tourists have all they cando to keep right 
side up while ente:img the cave, until they 
have gone in fifty feet; then everything is 
quiet and still. The theory is probably cor- 
rect, as the air is fresh and good 350 feet deep 
and four miles from thecave’s mouth, About 
three miles from the opening there isa large 
room called the Garden of en. There 
is no evidence that Cain siew Abel on this 
particular spot, nor is there any trace 
of the serpent the fruit trees, 
but to say that this room is 
gorgeous is putting it too mild. The room is 
decorated by nature with the grandest display 
of sparkling crystals; .box work, and other 
curious petrifactions. Seeing it is the only 
way it can be appreciated. At a room cailed 
the Fallen Fiats, the’ lowest point in the cave, 
the guide ordered all the lights put out so that 
the party could see total darkness. It was a 
complete success. The guide said that when 
the lights were put out the day before a young 
feilow tried to kiss his sweetheart, but as she 
had lopped her head over in her mother’s lap 
he kissed the old lady instead of the daugiter. 
No one would have known it had not the 
mother said: * You have made a mistake,”’ 
and the young man said: “I knowit.”’ The 
party sang “Sweet By and By” and other 
hymns, and with lights in their hands one was 
reminded of knights and monks of old, No 
tourist should miss seeing the grandest and 
most curious cave on earth. Battle Mountain 
is about twe and one-half miles from and 
1,600 feet higher than the springs, making it 
about 5,100 feet above the sea level. ‘The 
air up there is nice and freeh and there seems 
to be plenty of it, ~~ bo ag can get enough 

o him 


at one time to any good, 
The view from the peak is grand. 
lt is said that the Sioux and 
Cheyennes had a fight up there and that the 


Sioux drove the Cheyennes out of that coun- 
try. This sounded to us like a ghost story, 
for an intimate acquaintance with the Chey- 
enne Indians for years has conyinced us that 
nobody ever drove them anywhere. The 
Cheyennes can be killed, as they were at 
Fost Robingon in 1878 by the regular army, 
but that army or tribe of Indians does not 
live that can force them to leave a country. 
Cascade Springs is about twelve miles from 
Hot Springs, and, like nd Cave, is 
reached any day by the taliyho wages 
or 


These springs are ‘remarkable 
their clearness and ;:great flow of 
water. The big geyser is said 40 throw out 


1,600 gallons per minute. There are several 
others of less magnitude, but all are heav- 
ily charged with mineral of all kinds. This 
water may be good for curing diseases, as 
a physician of twenty years’ practice lives 
there and he recommended it. No disease 
that the human race is heir to could witb- 
stand the effects of that water. Our party 
drank some of it and we can ail testify 
that it would get right after any disease 
and run it aut of the country in three 
hours. Unfortunately, they have no other 
water to drink only this villainous stuff.

Arriving at Deadwood 
we visited Chinatown and went out to Bald 
“ Headed” mountain. ** Old Baldy ” is in the 
same place and looks about the same 
as he did ten years ago, except that 
the miners have dug him full of holes, 
ransacking his bowels for refractory gold 
ore, Lead City was visited and we were 
shown the great stamp mills of the Home- 
stake company. The mills, Uncle Sam’s 
hoisting ~s the mountain of gold 
quartz, the wood chute and the crushing mills 
are worth a trip across the continent to see, 
We then the Elk Creek Cafion over the 
narrow gauge to Piedmont, This is the boss 
cafion of the world, There are deeper cafions, 
although the perpendicular walls of this one 
are 1,600 feet high in some places, but not so 
pictureaque, The fir and evergreen trees grow 
in profusion on either side, and, altogether, 
with the narrowness of the cafion, the many- 
colored rocks, and the rie formation of its 
peaks, it 1s a grand sight. e have been to 
nearly all.the hot. springs, and cold springs, 
and mineral srrings, and summer resorts in 
this country and we are free to say that for 
health and pleasure the Dakota hot springs 
are the chief.

INCIDENT IN JOHN NEWELL’S LIFE. 


Untiring 


Energy, Firmness, and Ability 
Shown at an Early Age. 
Decatur, Ill., Aug. 30.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—I had the good fortune to be a 
sociated with the late John Newell in his early 
manhood, during the time he, as assistant 
engineer, had charge of the construction of 
the northern division of the Vermont Central 
railroad in 1850. We were stationed at Bur- 
lugton, on Lake Champlain, he being at that 
time about 21 years old and I, about the 
same age, was acting as his rodman, At that 
early period in his life I was strongly im- 
pressed by his untiring energy, firmness, and 
remarkable ability to perform a great amount 
of work in a shott time, and do it correctly. 
His motto was *‘ accuracy, dispatch, and neat- 
ness.”’ To iliustrate the character of the man 
I will relate an adventure that occurred during 
the time we were stationed at Burlington. One 
pleasant afternoon Mr. Newell and a young 
man named Bruce and myself ventured to 
take a sailina *“*dugout’’ across the lake, a 
distance of about four miles. The craft was 
rigged with a sail, though when we set out 
there was but little wind and the lake quite 
calm.

the bottom. At this critical juncture young 
Neweil asserted himself in his characteristic 
manner by saying sternly: “ Boys, we are in 
great danger of being lost. if you will keep 
calm and ubey my orders I will try and take 
you ashore.”’ He directed Bruce, who was a 
large man and like myeelf a iand-lubber, 
to lie down in the bottom of the boat 
and to move from one aside to the other as 
ordered. He told meto handle and shift the 
sail as directed while he toek the rudder and 
by his good judgment and firm calmness he 
managed to bring us safely to the shore, I

STRIKE §TATISTIOS IN OHICAGO. 


United States Department of Labor Has 
Two Men Collecting Them. 

, Ethelbert Stewart and Frank J. Sheridan, 
special agents United States Department of 
Labor, are gathering strike statistics in Chi- 
cago. The first thing they did was to go 
through the files ofthe Chicago papers for 
six years, This gave them reports of each 
strike during thetime given. Stewart: and 
Sheridan next will get from employers and 
employés affected statements of strike issues, 
etc. The cause of strikes is the most important 
information sought. Mr. Stewart now is 
looking into the strike troubles of the build. 
ing trades and Mr. Sheridan is getting facts 
about theiron industry and tranagportation 
strikes, including the Debs affair. The ques- 
tions to be answered condensed are as 
foilows: 

Locality, state, industry, and establishment; 
name, number of male or female employés before 
strike or lockout, total number of euplerés be- 
fore strike, numberof both sexes locked out, 
number of employés for whom strike was under- 
taken, number thrown out of work by the 
strike or lockout, number of employés after 
strike or lockout not employed before, number 
brought from other places, cause or object of 
strike or lockout, date of beginning of strike or 
lockout, date ofits ending. Was the establish- 
ment closed in consequence of the strike or Jock- 
out? Length of time closed. Was a settlement 
effected y arbitration? Was the _§atrike 
ordered by an organizdfion? Name of or- 
ganization, names and addresses of officers of the 
organization, if not ordered by an organization 
names and addresses of leading employ involved 
in the ‘strike or lockout; working hours to the 
week before the strike or lockout, working hours 
to the week after the strike or Jockout, wage loss 
of employés by the strike or lockout, assistance 
in money received by strikers or employés locked 
out. Was the strike or lockout successful? Other 
results. | 

If each of these questions is intelligently 
answered there will be a complete history of 
labor troubles for people with temedies to 
study. Where employers and employés can- 
not agree as to facts the statements of both 
are given. The work will occupy several 
months,

In Penoasylvaniaa Republican plurality 
of 68,747 in 1892 was more than doubled in 
1893 and became a Republican piurality of 135,- 
146. In Iowa a Republican plurality of 22,965 
in 1892 developed under this genial and inspir- 
ing administration into a Republican plurality of 
82,356 in 1898, In Ohio a Republican plurality 
of 1,072 in 1892 was nursed until it a Re- 
publican plurality of 80,995 in 1898. 

In Rhode Island in 1892 the Democratic candi- 
date for Goternor had a plurality of 185. In 
1893 the Republican candidate for Governor had 


-a plurality of more than 4,500. In Vermont in 
. 1892 the Republican candidate for Governor 


had a plurality of 19,702. In Vermont in 1804 
the Republican candidate for Governor had a 
plurality of 27,000 odd.

SAORED ELEPHANTS OF SIAM. 


Their Mode of Capture and Subsequent 
Tortures=Sagacity of the Animals. 
Some few years ago public curiosity in Lon- 
don was aroused to an unusual pitch by the 
announcement that a real white elephant 
would shortly appear at the Zodlogical Gar- 
dens, and when it was advertised as an orig- 
inal Sacred elephant from Siam skeptics 
wagged their heads and declared that it could 
only. be An imitation, or possibly one of Bar- 
num $s tricks, inasmuch as the Siamese would 
never permit so gross a violation of their 
most sacred traditions as the parting with 
one of these animals would entail. But the 
elephant arrived just the same, and. much to 
the disgust and disappointment of the ex- 
pectant crowd, was found to possess, instead 
of a white skin, one of a tawny mouse color. 
It is not only the elephant, but all white ani- 
mals that are held more or less in reverence 
by the Siamese, but they regard the white ele- 
phant as especially exalted, believing it to be 
animated by the spirit of some former King 
or hero. According to their religion each 
Buddha, before attaining perfection, must at 
some period occupy the form of certain white 
animals, especially that of a monkey, a dove, 
or an elephant. 
| The Kings of Burmah and Siam have an 
eager ‘lesire to possess one of these white ele- 
phants, and to load it with dignities and 
honors. In Siam, the province in which a 
white elephant has been captured is given 
special privileges for that year, anda_ title of 
nobility is conferred upon the fortunate per- 
son making the capture. The elephant is 
brought down the River Menam upon a huge 
raft, profusely decorated with flags, fruits, 
and flowers, and escorted by hundreds of or- 
namental barges, amid the noise and display 
of fireworks. When the procession arrives at 
Bangkok the raft is met by the King himself, 
who then and there confers upon the animal 
a name and titie of nobility, by which it is 
thereafter known. A dozen persons are ap- 
pointed solely to attend upon and guard him; 
the care consisting in the selecting of food, 
keeping his stall clean, guarding against his 
escape, and controlling it when marching in 
the royal processionr. 
At Ayutha is’ situated the great elephant 
corral, where the wild elephants are captured 
uced to subjection. Whenever some 
celebrated person happens to -be visiting the 
S.amese court the King will order an elephant 
hunt, and the capture is effected by surround- 
ing and driving a herd to this corral at Ayu- 
tha. Sometimes a herd is driven a distance 
of over a hundred miles, and it is seldom that 
the hunt is not attended by many dangers, re- 
sulting in the frequent death of several per- 
sons and wounding many more.

No two things with general aims in com- 
mon could be more wtnlike than the North- 
western University settlement and Hull 
House. The former was the second settle- 
ment in Chicago and was established in 1891. 

On the little cul.de-sac of Rice street, which 
opens off Wood street and runs parallel with 
West Chicago avenue, is a neat two-story 
brick house with a green lawn at the side, 
bright-hued flowers in front, and white cur- 
tains at the windows. There is nothing about 
the place which suggests anything save an 
unusually neat and attractive home. To be 
sure there is a sign announcing that the 
** Northwestern University Free Dispensary”’ 
is within, before a little cottage close at hand, 
but there is no visible sign of connection be- 
tween it and the tasteful house which might 
have been transplanted from some clean, far- 
away country village. 

Although you have been informed that No. 
26 Rice street is the location of the settle- 
ment house of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity ,.one is inclined to trust 
to the evidence of his senses .and 
believe there is some mistake and that this 
is not the settlement house he is looking for, 
but somebody’s pleasant home. This con- 
clusion is reinforced by the fact that the 
bell-knob is not a mere matter of show and 
does not come off in one’s hand and that its 
ring is promptly responded to by a sweet- 
faced gentlewoman. 

What the exterior pf the house leads one to 
expect is more than fulfilled by the interior. 
Truly all the belongings are plain and simple, 
but their arrangement is so tasteful and 
everything is so’ clean and well kept that of 
a plain sort it presents an ideai picture of a 
home. This is precisely what the head of the 
house, Mrs. Mary E. Sly, aims to accomplish. 
The neighborhood is one where thrift pre- 
vails, but where there is an absolute dearth of 
all social oor intellectual life of 
the better sort. To go quietly 
forward de:monstrati what a home should 
be is one of the things Mre. Sly has set herseif 
to accomplish, and thatshe is achieving her 
aim is already demonstrated. The wonder is 
that with over 250 families, and each one of 
these families have many children, making 
this house a rendezvous, the sweet home-like 
freshness can be maintained, 

Thinks Flowers Essential. 


Mrs. Sly assumes that the lawn and the 
flowers are an essential part of the work being 
done. When asked if the children do not at 
times pluck the flowers without: permission, 
and in hilarious momerts trample the gi ass 
into the ground, Mrs. Sly replied: 

“Why, no, of course not. The. flow- 
ers are. theirs. They planted them 
and have looked after them all 
summer, and the grass is: theirs too, and they 
are as anxious as | am that it should look 
nice.

The’ residents at this house are J. J. Abt, J. 
Lowenhaupt, and Rosenthal, young 
business-men who live here and de 
vote all the time they can claim 
trom their regular employment to the various 
clubs and classes which arecarricd forward 
in the évenmg. A numberof young Jewish 
women conduct giris’ classes and clubs dur- 
ing the day. The little girls are tanght sew- 
ing. and there are home culture and reading 
clubs, and a class in. physical culture. One 
young lady holds club meetings at the homes 
of the different girls and in that way becomes 
familiar with the family life of the members 
of her class, 

Although laboring under the disadvantage 
of having no women tesidents at the house 
and being there themselves only in the. even- 
ing the young men who have undertaken this 
work have succeeded in winning the confi- 
dence of their neighbors who come to them 
for advice and sympathy in regard to all 
sorts of things pertaining to their daily life. 
This is particularly true of the young men 
and women who are members of the various 
evening classes. 

In going about in the neighborhood it does 
not seem possibile that any of the inhabitants 
would be able and inclined to undertake the 
study of geometry, yet such is the case, Mr. 
Abt says that when he went there he found 
young men anxious to gv forward with the 
study of geometry and several who had read 
translations of George Eliot's works. Although 
the young men who are the residents of this 
settlement hold a similar faith, they do not 
entertain a like one with those among whom 
they work, and the matter of religion is one 
that is not touched upun. “As it is with the 
other settlements the relation is one of mut- 
ual confidence and neighboriiness, and new 
as the work is it is already limited by the ina- 
bility of workers to meet the demands of those 
who would be giad to avail themseives of their 
assistance. 

The Town of Lake and its vicinity is in 
many ways peculiar to itself. Max West of 
the University of Chitago, who has made a 
specialty of sociology and who has devoted a 
good deal of time wo studying that part of the 
city, says of a portion of it: 

“It partakes somewhat of the character- 
istics of the city slum, the poorer sort of 
suburb, and the country viliage, without being 
in reality like any one of them. It is perhaps 
most like the manufacturing suburb.” 

The portion of which Mr. West speaks is 
only a biock.or two from the Stock- Yards, 
which is the center of activity in what is 
sometimes called the ** New City.”” Here 
a short distance south of what i 
known = as ** Whisky . Point,” 
there are eight saloons in 
block, at No. 4655 Gross avenue, is lo- 
cated the University of Chicago settlement, 
which was opened iast January. It is under 
the special auspices of the Philanthropic com- 
mittee of the Christian Union, and Prof. C. R.

Much Good Accomplished. 


Until this settlement was established the 
social life in this locality was almost entireiy 
represented by the saloons. Although estab- 
l less than a year and much ham- 
pered for lack of funds, for professors are 
with rare exceptions the reverse of rich, and 
students asa rule nave uot opulently filled 
purses, there has yet been established numer- 
ous ciubs ses, a creche for the cure of 
little chiidren, a kindergarten, and a univer- 
sity extension course. are numerous 
other things planned for the coming year.

SKETCHES IN AND ABOUT CHICAGO'S UNIVERSITY SETTLEMENTS, 


this settlement is a chapter of the Agassiz As- 
sociation, of which these same wild. boys are 
members. Mr. Hemingway of . Rush 
Medical College organized and _ con- 
ducted it, and took the boys 

of several expeditions, Each boy kept an 
‘Observation Book” in which he madea 
note of things wh:ch he had never seen be- 
fore. When they returned ‘they were all anx- 
ious to show Miss Reynolds their ‘* Observa- 
tion Books,’ in whieh, by the way, with 
scarcely an exception, was noted “spring wa- 
ter.’’ As she was looking at their books Miss 
Reynolds noticed a smali boy observing her 
with anxious face and said to one of those 
near her: ‘“*I wondér what the little boy 
wants?’’ 

“Why,” said the boy she had addressed, 
** that’s Pete, and he wants to show you how 
he can stand on his head and he don’t dare to 
ask you.” 

As by this time Pete was growing almost 
tearful lest he should not be able to show 
off his one achievement Miss Reynolds 
said to him she had’ heard he could 
stand on his head,-and would like to see if he 
really cculd. He, thereupon, at once invert- 
ed himself, and did for a fact stand squarely 
on bis head, ana when - Miss Reynolds told 
him she did not know’there was a man in the 
university who could do the same thing he 
was as happy asa King. 

There is little or no;destitution in the part 
of the city where this settlement is located, 
and yet the need of what this settlement caa 
give is very great. Truly the field here is 
white for the harvest, and there are few places 
where the humanitarian who has means at his 
command could bestow it where it would be 
more sure to be wisely appropriated and yield 
a richer return in gi to h fellow- 
man than to atsist this new and 
struggling but already successful University 
of Chicago settlement. The responsiveness 
of the neighborhood makes every one con- 
nected with the house enthusiastic in his 
efforts. Even Matron Wilcox, who has charge 
of the créche, and who is, in her philosophy, 
another Mrs. Boffin,and in some other re- 
spects a grown-up Tilly Slowboy, during the 
summer vacation found two clubs of young- 
sters and appropriated some of her hard- 
earned cash to tak them for an outing in 
Washington Park, where many of them saw 
green grass, and flowers, and waving trees for 
the first time in their lives. 


No Religious Instruction. 


There are Sunday afternoon lectures by 
professors of the university, but no religious 
instruction or suggestion of any sort is given. 
A large proportion of the members of the 
various clubs, and theré are twenty or thirty 
of them, are Catholics. The clergy of the

more important factor in the salvation of 
those who have gathered about the Epworth 
House movement than the Sunday-school.

Dr. Gray says when young colts are being 
broken the. only effort is to keep them in the 
middie ot the road, and that is what he is try- 
ing to do, and he is endeavoring to work ac- 
cording to the ‘methods of Christ and meet 
day by day the demands as they arise. 

Although there is much poverty in the 
aclghtcrheel where Epworth House is 
located, Dr. Gray says that he has been great- 
ly surprised to find that with very few excep- 
tions the people are most intelligent in regard 
to current events, ana are wat he would call 
newspaper educated.

THE STYLE OF MAN NAPOLEON WAS. 


Contemporaneous Description by an En- 
glish Midshipman, 

Baltimore Susi: Many curious letters find 
their way into the Dead-Letter Office. One 
of the most curious as well as one of the most 
ancient turned up a. few. daye ago. It was 
dated July 30, 1815, and was addressed by 
the writer to his mother in Ireland by u mid. 
shipman in the English navy who was sta- 
tioned on the English brig Bellerophon, 
which conveyed Napoleon Bonaparte from 
France to St. Helena. Of course the lettor 
was treasured as a relic by the descendants of 
its writer. In the course of time it was 
brought to America by a member of the fam- 
ily to whom it descended, who settled in New 
Jersey. Recently his son, while rummagi 
in the garret, found the paper and forward 
it toa nore direct yee eng ogee in 
Ireland. The person to whom etter was 
thus addressed could not be found, and it was 
in the course of events, returned to the Dead- 
Letter. Offiee here... The old missive, with its 
faded lines, has .been ‘returned to the,sender 
in New Jersey. It-reads as follows: 

* Was tt hot fot the gtrict blockade we kept 
up, Napoleon would have escaped-to America. 
Weheard of his being on board the French 
frigate Saale, off Rochefort, from which mo- 
ment we watched his motions, if  possibie, 
more Closely than before. [he morning of 
the 14th inst. (Julp), observing a schooner 
bearing a flag of truce. on board standing 
toward us, we hove to for it, when Count 
Luseazas and Gen. Ldélliemand came 
on board with proposals: from Bo- 
naparte, in consequence of which we 
came to anchor in the evening in the roads off 
Rechelle. Next morning at 4 o’clock we ob- 
served. a man-of-war brig standing out and 
heading toward us. We immediately dis 
patched all our boats and brought Napoleon 
on board at 7 a. m, boats were busily 
employed in bringing his retinue and bag- 
gage. I never saw men exert. themselves so 
much as ours did that day, lest Admiral 
Hotham should take him, as he wasoff the 
harbor in the Superb and saw him coming on 
board here, and did allin his powérto get 
him, but did not come to anchor before 11 in 
the forenoon. :

into vessels without damage" from breakage. 
As far back as¢wenty years ago attempts 
were. made.to handle coal on the lakes by 
means of chutes and on the Cleveland docks 
of what is now the Big Four railway as much 
as $65,000 Was expended on a single plant 
that had to be entirely abandoned soon after- 
ward on account of damage to the coal in 
handling it. With the advent of big steel 
steamers and wooden boats of largely in- 
creased capacity rotary derricks, handling 
first buckets of ordinary size, and later on 
buckets of five tons capacity, were introduced 
into the trade. But evea with these the 
largest vessels were delayed two to four days 
in loading; and with eight or ten men shovel- 
ing into buckets from a car three feet deep, 
and not taking probably more than twenty 
pounds to a shovelful, there was still the dis- 
advantage of separation in thé coal and con- 
sequent breakage. 
_ The effort therefore has been to secure.<lis- 
patch for vessels approaching that obtained 
in. the ore trade, where ships of 8,000 to 
8,500 tons are loaded in a few hours and at 
the same time avoid loss in the commercial 
value of the coal by overcoming as far as 


} possible the breakage referred to. A machine 
| that in the opinion of coal shippers generally 
meets these requirements has recently beén 


constructed. From an engineering stand- 
point it is a novel affair, but 
it bas been given sufficient trial 
in actual service at Ashtabula, O0O., 
to demonstrate its entire practicability and to 
warrant the statement that it will within an- 
other season revolutionize the business of 
handling coal on the lakus. Patents on the 
machines are controlled by the McMyler Car 
Dumping Machine company, a new corpora- 
tion. and the first of them was built by the 
McMyler Manufacturing company for Pick- 
ands, Mather &Co., who are the Cleveland 
representatives of the Minnesota Iron. com- 


pany. 

Instead of the old system of derricks and 
buckets this machine takes Up a loaded car 
of about t wenty-three tons capacity and dumps 
its contents into the hold of a vessel ina 
manner that avoids practically any fall of the 
coal, as the car is loaded to the mouth of the 
hatch and the entiré load allowed to slide out 
in a concentrated mass through an ingenious- 
ly arranged chute. Of course a car of. fifty 
tons capacity could be handled in the same 
way anc the efficiency of the machine thereby 
Agee increased. Several records as high as 

fteen cars of twenty-ihree tons each—345 
tons—unloaded in one hour have been made 
with the apparatus, and steamers ranging in 
capacity from 2,000 to 3,100 tons have been 
loaded in eight to twelve bours.

Through this latter op- 
eration a great saving in time is gained, as 
occasion for shifting a vessel while the work 
of loading goes on is rare.’, Not only can the 
machine be moved laterally in either direc- 
tion with a car on the bridge or platform, but 
it may be swung atthe same time to avoid 
spars or any other obstructions on the vessel. 
One of the best features of . the machine is its 
adaptability to the kind of.railway car in gen- 
eral use inthe bituminous coal trade. The 
only change uired is that of fitting eliding 
end boards in cars ata trifling cost. Im.- 
mediately upon preparations being made for 
the erection of the first machine at Ashtabula, 
the management of the Lake Shore and Pitts- 
burg and Lake Erie railways,. the two coal 
lines running into that port, caused 1,000 
cars to be fitted with slidmg end boards, 
work has been started on 1.000 more of the 
same kind. 

The capacity of the édrface track plant 
from which cars are moved on to the plat- 
form of the machine by a locomotive con- 
stantly ix attendance, is 140 cars, or about 
3,300 tons. .Of course the number of sets 
for surface tracks for londed and unloaded 
cars depends entirely upon the number of 
cars it is desired the plant shall handle, and as 
the entire tran ferring apparatus is arranged 
to move along a dock line it can therefore be 
made to accommodate any desired number 
of tracks and length of dock. 

The work done by the machine during the 
few weeks that it has beeri in actua! service 
is shown by the following table, in the consid- 
eration of which, especially as regards the 
first cargoes loaded, allgwance must be made 
for the usual difficulties attending the hand- 
ling of new machinery:

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SQUIRREL UNTER SEEKS THE 
WHISKING RODENT ALONE 


Into the Woods He Delves with His Long 
Rifle as a Sole Companion—Through 
Dim Aisles of Trees He Sees a Tall 
Uiekory, for Which He Makes=Here He 
Is Quite Sure to Spy One of the Keen 
Little Animals—How He Gets His Shot 
=Sometimes Wias It by a Buse. 


In these meliow, hazy, aitflumn days there 


is perhaps no sportsman with gun at shoul- 
der who enters so deeply into nature's great 
scheme as does the equirrel hunter. And by 
the squirrel hunter is meant the man who 
shoulders a long squirrel rifle and, unaccom- 
panied by dogs, dives into the rustling, rest- 
less forest with eyes open and ears as sensi- 
tive as the hair trigger of his gun. 
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The genuine squirrel hunter goes alone. He 
is familiar with every habit of his quarry and 
when his foot has crushed the first dry leaf 
at the edge of the timber he becomes 
alert as an _. Indian, A man less 
trained than he might cover every square 
rod of the woods and never seea hair of the 
brisk, whisking rodent of the forest. The 
hunter knows almost toa certainty where he 
may get his first shot. 

He gets clear of the underbrush and works 
his way toward the bottom land, Ahead of 
him, through dim aisles of trees,a great 
hickory tree with scaling bark towers above 
surrounding saplings. A hundred yards from 
it he assumes an expectant attitude and steals 
along without breaking atwig. He has had 
not asign thata squirrel is near, but he 
knows that he is ina likely spot. A nut fails 
from high up in the branches and echoes in 
the silence. The hunter stops likea statue 
and peers into the giant tree. Carefuily he 
searches every limb and again and again his 
eye goes up and down the tapering main stem. 

With half such a scrutiny a novice would 
have passed on contentediy, ‘The hunter has 
oniy begun. Slowly he begins to circle the 
tree, scarcely stirring a leaf. There are 
freshly-gnawéd nuts on the ground and a 
emal! twig lies there, evidently cut off within 
an hour. He peers into the gaiden brown of 
the tree more intently. He doesn’t look to 
tind the body ofa fox squirrel in full view, 
perched airily upon a iimb or darting from 
branch to branch; he knows better. He is 
looking for a tip of a little brown ear, the sug- 
putes of a reddish-gray ndse and a g 

ad-like eye, all of which shall appear t 
over the top of some horizontal limb or, more 
likely stili, just around the curve of the main 
stem of the tree. 


Patience His Winning Card. 


Patience is the hunter’s winning card. He 
knows that he might circle the treo three 
times with eyes strained and in the 
fourth bring down from the top a 
writhing little ball of gray and red that 
had three times evaded him. But, see; the 
hunter has come toasiop. His right hand is 
at the trigger guard; halt crouching he bends 
to the r.ght, then back; then shifts his feet 
cautiously and brings his gun forward, half 
raised. Put an untrained eye behind him and 
give it the advantage of the hunter's line of gaze 
and it would see nothirg: but, nevertheless, 
slowly and cautiously the long rifle berrel is 
thrust forward; then up to an angle of 52 
degrees; for a moment it wavers—stead- 
ies—and then with a sharp, spiteful 
crack a jet of smoke is flashed from the black 
muzzie. Far up at the junction of a limb 
with the main stem a reddish brush drops 
quivering; spasmodically the sharp ciaws 
clutch the rough bark—then tumbling head- 
long a great fox squirrel strikes the ground 
motioniess. Look at him closely and you 
will see that between the’eye and the shar 
littic ear the rifle bullet has passed throug 
and through. : 

Perhaps of all the small game of the woods 
there is neitner fow!] nor beast warier than the 
fox squirrel of the North Central States, 
Hunted with the sportsman’s weapon there is 
nothing gamier to tempt his fire. 

Dogs are a questionable aid to the hunter 
with arifle. If hard pressed the squirrel may 
take to some low sapling where there 
is no chance for a sportsman’s shot. If 
allowed half a chance the little rodent beads 
for his own home-tree, into which he scam- 
pers safely, diving head first into some 
smooth, round hole in the trunk, perhaps fifty 


feet from the ground. Only 4 long, patient, | 


silent siege may tempt him out again. Often, 
with his little bead half in the entrance and 
tantalizingly in sight of the hunter, he may 
cling for an hour listening. At such times a 
shot properly pianted’ may secure him, as in 
his dying egony he is likely to leap from his 
hole; but it isn’t such a shot as a man actu- 
ated by a sense of fait play cares to make. 

A cautious hunter may sometimes surprise 
a fox squirrel on the ground. At such times 
there is a wild scampering for the home tree. 
The littie animal makes some incredible 
bounds and with his red brush flying straight 
behind, he seems almost a red gray streak 
of the fancy. If forced toa tree not his own 
he will, if trees stand near enough to-

Barnes is worth $15, a 4-cent bistre 
stamp of J. F. Henry is worth $10; a l-cent 
vermilion of D.S. Barnes, $5; a 2-ceut mauve 
of J. F. Henry, $4, etc. The stamps of Hem- 
bold, Herrick, 7 Davis & Son, Curtis & 
Brown, Brandreth, J. C. Ayer, and others are 
less valuable for the reason that they are 
more numerous. But a one-cent black stamp 
of J. C. Ayer & Co., which is worth 10 cents 
when printed on white paper, is worth $5 
when on pink paper. 

A unigue branch of philately is that of 
State revenue stamps. stamps, which 
are exveedingly rare, represent the tax im- 
posed upon the citizens by the State govern- 
ment in addition to a regular tax impused by 
the United States Government. Only @ few 
States have ever issued revenue stamps.

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REVENUE STAMPS USED FOR POSTAGE.

For several 
years past revenue stamps have attracted an 
unusual amount of attention among collect- 
ors, and those that areat all rare have risen 
in value to fancy figures. 

‘ Years ago the government ceased to print 
stamps for prcprietary articles, and now the 
Bureau of Engraving ynakes only four varie- 
ties of revenue stamps—those used for dis- 
tilled spirits, fermented spirits, tobacco, and 
snuff. These are of different denominations, 
‘and each denomination has its own design, 
in which considerable distinction .is made 
in the matter of neatness. The stamp in- 
tended for a box of cigars that may be dis- 
played on a library table is more artistic 


than the one-which is to go on a package of | 


strip tobacco. >The bureau concedes so much

The internal revenue stamps formerly used 


on proprietary articles were of varied design. |

Within reasonable 
bounds there was. no limit tothe size of the 
stamp which could be used, The plea of the 

urer was that their distinctive labeis, 
which had cost them a great deal of money, 
would be spoiled by being restricted to the 
little square stamp of faded red issued by the 
government. So authority was given for the 
exercise of considerable latitude, so far as 
size, design, and color were cuncorned. Asa 
consequence some manufacturers went so far 
as to have the bureau print the labels them- 
selves as part of the design of the stamp and 
at times the government was engaged in 
printing labels for bottles of sarsaparilia and 
_ other patent articles. 
Owners of proprietary articles had a lively 
- taste in colors which the governnient did not 
‘attempt tocurb. The bureau stood ready to 
t stamps in pea green ora rich magenta,

“virtually no limit to the fancy of the * patent 
medicine’ man except the cost.

The third issue comprised forty varieties of 
the same shape and vaiues asthe first issue. 
They have a head of Washington in a circle 
and were printed in blue and black and black 
and orange, brown, green, vermilion, and 
claret.

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The Nevada State revenue stamps all have 
figure of value in the center. Some are per- 
forated and some are rouletted, and the de. 
nominations are from 2 cents to $20. They 
are printed in colors of orange, carmine, 
green, dark green, pale green, blue, dark 
blue, red. vermilioh, punce brown, crimson, 
and purple. 

Telegraph stamps are much prized by col- 
lectors on account of their extreme rarity. 
They are not issued by governments, but by 
private corporations, and are both stamps and 
franks. 

The earliést of these stamps known to 
philately were issued in 1850 by the. Mer- 
chants’ Line Telegraph coin pny These are 
smail rectangular franks. There is a concave 
design in each corner, inclosing a double lines 
shield with the word ** Merchants’’ curved at 
top, “Line” curved under it, ** Telegraph”’ 
in a straight line across the center, ‘*29°’ in 
outline under it, ‘‘ Wall St."’ in curve below, 
and “*N..York’”’ curved under Wall St. An 
eagle with outstretched wings is perched on 
top of the shield. 

The Western Union Telegraph company 
issued a series in January, 1871. These 
show the word *“‘ Frank”’ in outline colored 
letters, shaded dexter; ‘‘No.”’ in solid color 
under it, and number under it in square 


of Western. Union, many times repeated, 


“Western Union’’ appears in white letters 
in solid curved label on shaded ground at 
top; ‘‘ Telegraph Company ” in double curved 
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label, ** William Orton,” in solid script, and 
** President ”’ in solid letters under it, in white 
framed tablet, on ground of ‘* Western 
Union” many times repeated, in circular 
bands and scrolis, ‘*Complimentary”’ is 
printed in white colors on solid ground at 
bottorm, all om pragne of vertical lines, upper 
corners eurved. In subsequent years other 
issues were put out, differing from each other 
in color and in the change in the name of the 
President. The California State Telegraph 
company issued a_ series: in * 1871. 
There are several varieties of these, differing 
in minor details, thaé are  appre- 
ciated only by philatelists. The general 
design is a rectangle, showing ecrolis in 
upper spandrels, with date vertical in scarlet 
in upright oval in center, surrounded by 
scrolls. Over the ovhl,on a small white 
curved band is the word *'Frank” in black 
letters, and above this, in solid ed band, 
“Cal. State’ in white letters; beloW the oval 
is a solid curved band with **Telegraph”’ in 
white letters, and below this at base “Geo. 
W. Mumford, Prest.”’ in black script on 
small white scroll. 


Another oid line of telegraph stamps is that 
of the City and Suburban Telegraph company, 
the date of which is not arcurately decided. 
These are 1 and 2-cent value. They show the 
numeral **1 cent” or ‘*2 cents” in outline 
letters and black lines, andinan oblong black 
oval, bordered by a white. line, the words 
‘* The City & Suburban Telegraph” in black 
letters on outer band are inclosed by a black 
line and twenty-nine scalloped points. 


The .stamps of the American Rapid Tele- 

raph company issued in 1881 are of eight 

ifferent values, from 1 cent to 50 cents, all 
of the same design. The numeral of value is 
very large and conspicdousin sdlid white. 
The words * Am. Rapid Tel. Co.’’ and * tele- 
gram "’ appéar on’scrolis, A *“ collect”’ stamp 
is the same asthe “telegram” save for'the 
substitution of the word * collect.”’ This was 
used for unpaid or not sufficiently prepaid 
telegrams. A third stamp of this company 
is that known as the ‘“duplicate.’”’ ‘these 
were used when a duplicate of the telegram 


with knickerbockers and sunflowers, having

It 
was in those days -that he essayed 
poetry; and his volume which he 
produced in the’ space of two years made a 
credituble showing.

Poison,” ete., lend wings to more than one 
idle hour. Every essay bristles with para- 
doxes, There is in them, as in everything Mr. 
Wilde writes, a charlatanism such ag marked 
Benjamin Disraeli as a young. man and never 
quite abandoned him when, he was old, 
Such a quality is intolerable except when it 
is reinforced by a liberal amount of brains; 
then it is an assurance to the world that the 
flower rejoicing in this gaudy streak of color 
will never waste its sweetness on the desert 


air. 
The one department of letters in which 
Mr. Wilde did injustice to. himself was 
fiction. His ‘ Dorian , Gray” 
only product his 
bis mature years should : 
This story was an attempt at aping the vices 
of ancient and degenerate eras. It may be 
said of this volume, as Hamlet said of the 
akull, **One’s gorge rises at it.” 

It is a relief to turn from fictidn, to which 
Mr. Wilde devoted the silliest year of his 
existence, and glance, at the efforts in 
drama which he made with returning reason. 
What a desert of talent, not to say 
genius, is the field of English playwrit- 
ing at present. No litefary man of the 
first rank devotes himself to playwrit- 
ing. Mr. A. W. Pinero, the best of dram- 
atists, is an actoér-manager.: The gnly poet 
among playwrights—and he was little of a 
dramatist—died with W. G. Wills. ‘Into the 
crowd of nobodies who write for the London 
stage Mr. Wilde stepped a few seasons ago 
and won success—such as it Was—at the out- 
set. His plays were ‘‘ Lady Windermere’s 
Fan” ‘and *‘ A Woman of No Importance ’’— 
both satires on London society. e note 
of sincerity was no more to be found 
in the plays: than in the’ essays, 
but in both was sparkle, ¢@nd_ the 
sparkle caught the trout of public favor. 
Mr. Wilde’s epigrams will not stand analysis; 
but they were gold compared with the dross 
that had been doled over the London foot- 
lights as dialogue. The Wilde playsare imi- 
tations of the French, but so have beén all the 
British plays ot the past, since the days of 
Cibber and his fellows. 3

formally gave notice to the British people 
that he would apply for naturalization to 
France, and would hereafter write hje master- 
pieces in the French tongue. But he did not 
carry out this threat. ad he done so, his 
works would have puzzied the critics of the 
future. Shakspeare could not havp written 
his plays in Frenvh; nor could Mofitre have 
done his in English; but it wasa matter of 
indifference to Mr. Wilde which tongue he 
employed, 

The next branch of literature he will essay 
will be that of critical research, Itis his ambi- 
tion to throw light on the vexed matter of 
Shakspearean obscurities and mysteries. His 
forthcoming book is entitled**The Incom- 

arable and Ingenious History of Mr. 
W. H., Bei the True Secret of 
Shakspeare’s Bonnets Now for the 
First Time Here Truly Set Forth.” 
It is well if Mr. Wilde has not been anticipat- 
ed in this endeavor by Thomas Tyier, M. A., 
who in “ Shakspeare’s Sonnets,”’ published by 
David Nutt of London in 1890, gives strong 
proof that the *W. H.” was. William Her- 
bert, Earl of Pembroke, and that the ** Dark 
Ladye”’ was Mary Fitton, maid of honor to 
Queen Elizabeth. On second, thoughts it is 
impossible that Oscur Wilde could produce 
anything, even in the way of research, that 
could be a copy of another’s work. 

He Speaks in Parsabies. 

It must be admitted, however, that in his 
latest contributions to periodical literature he 
has paid Miss Olive Schreiner the compliment 
of adopting the scriptural style which she 
originated and pvupuiarized, Every one is 
familiar with her beautiful prose poem, ‘** The 
Wine Press,” and now Oscar Wilde is follow- 
ing in her footsteps, having produced among 
other sketches based on scripture the follow- 
ing striking parable: |

He’s Tired of English Women. 


In Melbourne Mr. Blouet saw much to in- 
terest him and found that society is a good 
deal the same in all parts of the world. Apro- 
pos of the women of Melbourne he takes the 
opportunity of coming to the defense of his 
own country women at the expense of those of 


England. 

And here let me frankly say that I am gettirg a 
little tired of hearing about the modesty and seri- 
ousness of the 0) ay eter pee and of hearing the 
Frenchwoman called frivolous. Havel not seen 
at bazaars in England and its colonies—sancti- 
fied fairs organized to provide an organ for the 
church or a peal of bells for the tower—have we 
not all seen women and girls conducting them- 
selves with unblushing effrontery to fill the cof- 
fers of the cause? Havel not seen in shop win- 
dows their portraits in low-necked dresses, and 
with their names attached? 

OuF women, eeaeage be, are more modest and 
more serious than that. Not only do they not 
permit the photographer to exhibit their por- 
traits in his window, but if you go to the Salon 
and see the portraits of our women painted by 
Bonnat, Carolus Duran, and the rest you wil 
never see the name of the original in the cata- 
logue. Onthe boulevards, it is true, one sees 
the photographs of our actresses with the name 
of each at the foot of the picture, but that is quite 
another matter. The profession of the stage 
obliges those who follow it to keep themselves 
constantly before the public. 


Australians Are Madey. 


The Australians he describes as a peculiarly 


happy people: 

They are so satisfied with themselves and all 
that is Australian. When they travel they utter 
cries of admiration at the sight of a hill that 
they call a mountain ora trickl stream that 
they call a river. It is curious to find a restricted 
and provincial turn of mind in the inhabitants 
of such a vast, grand country. 

Apropos of this subject Mr. Blouet says:

gether 

The true Australian takes» more pleasure in 
hearing the amateurs of his own particular town 
than in listening to the great singers whom 
Europe sends him from time to time. Left to 
himself he takes his pleasure at his club, at 
church bazaars, at meetings social and political 
—in a word, in everything local. 

To show how new a country Australia is 
Mr. Blouet tells the following anecdote:
